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~ FOR GOOD HORSES 


Stock Raisers of the South 
Have Fine Chance to Profit 
by Supplying Demand of 
English Government. 


That England has placed an order 
for 30,000 head .of horses for its in- 
fantry and cavalry, to be distribted 
through Atlanta, Kansas City, Cincfn- 
nati and other markets, is information 
which is today causing stockmen here 
to com>d the south in an effort to find 
suitable stock, 

According to local brokers, the or- 
der means approximately $1,500,000 to 
southern farmers,. $750,000. of which 
can be gathered in by Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Tennéssee stock raisers if 
they will place their surplus stock on 
the market at a reasonable price. 

Inquiries at the National and Union 
stock yards Friday brought out the in- 
formation that, although buyers have 
scoured the entire state of Georgia for 
horses, only one carload of twenty- 
three head was shipped te Cincinnati, 
and out of the twenty-three only eight- 
een passed inspection. They were im- 
mediately shipped to Toronto, Canada, 
and from that point will be transport- 
ed to England. 

Could Fill Supply. 

“Georgia could supply 10,000 or 16,- 
000 head through the Atlanta market 
if the farmers and stock raisers will 
sell,” said a representative of J. W. 
Patterson & Co., located at the Miller- 
Union stock yards. “But they don't 
want to sell stock which would be ac- 
ceptable to the English government, 
and those who do want to sell have ap- 
parently heard of the buying move- 
ment for the English government and 
want prohibitive prices for their 
horses.” : 

Atlanta stock dealers declare that 
there is no truth in the report that 
the English have placed a large order 
for mules. As a matter of fact, they 
say, Atlanta dealers alone could sup- 
ply the other markets with 60,000 head 
within a week after the placing of the 
order. 

There are hundreds of mules in the 
yards right now, and an order for 10,- 
000 at the average price of $240 to $250 
a head would mean an investment of 
$2,500,000 by the English government. 

“Evidently England's experiment 
with mu! 's in the Transvaal was not 
a success,” said another dealer, “but 
stock dealers on this side believe that 
if the war keeps up much longer ere 
will be a good nglish demand for 
mules to be used for draught ur- 
poses to move infantry and artillery 
corps.” 

Farmers Want Teo Much. 

Horses suitable for army purposes— 
stock which is inspected in accord- 
ance with cavalry and infantry re- 
quirements—are worth not more than 
$135 to $140 a head, according to deal- 
ers. In almost every community 
where buyers have attempted to get 
possession of surplus stock farmers 
and stock breeders have asked from 
$150 to $200 a head for horses. Deal- 
ers say that at such figures they can- 
not hope to put Georgia horses on the 
market. In Alabama and Tennessee 
they have also met with but scant en- 
cour ment from owners.

Paris, September 18-—(5:32 p.. m.)— 
Trying experiences befell Major Edwin 
Jacob Stivera, U. 8. A., retired, and 
his niece, Miss Stivers, who were 
caught in the-track battle at the vil- 
lage of Vaumoise, about 45 miles north- 
east of Paris. 

American Ambassador Myron T. Her- 
rick learned yesterday of the major’s 
situation and sent an army officer at- 
tached: to the embassy in an automo- 
bile to bring the major and his niece 
to Paris. Major Stivers, who is in his 
eightieth year, was found broken in 
health. He said the British troops had 
been in the village on August 380 and 
31 and the Germans from September 1 
to 10. There had been a good deal of 
shooting around his cottage. He paint- 
ed a small American flag on a piece of 
board which he nailed to the cottage 
and this usually was respected. Miss 
Stivers, however, was made to do all 
kinds of work for the German soldiers, 
such as serving them at the table, mak- 
ing tea and watering their horses. 


Major Stivers was born in Brooklyn, 
Ohio, and distinguished himself in ‘the 
war between the states. He was men- 
tioned by General Rosecrang for con- 
spicuous gallantry fm the battle of 
Chickamauga. His home recently has 
beerr in Paris.

ST ABANDON 
MOVE FOR PEACE 


Informal Suggestion Falls 
Through and the President 
Will Now Await Formal 
Statement by Belligerents. 


Washington, September 18.—Great 
Britain “has received no proposal for 
peace, either directly or indirectly, 
from Germany or Azstria, and, there- 
fore, has nothing to say on the sub. 
ject. 

This was the substance of a message 
received late tonight by Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rice, British ambassador here. 
from Sir:Edward Grey, British foreign 
secretary. The ambassador had in- 
guiréd early today whether any peace 
proposal was before his government 
in view ‘ot persistent rumors from Ber- 
lin that proposals were being ex- 
changed. 

Coincident with the receipt of this 
information from Great Britain it was 
learned authoritatively that President 
Wilson had not pursued either with 
Great Britain, France or Russia the in- 


| formal suggestion of the imperial Ger- 


man chancellor that “it was up to the 
United States to obtain a statement of 
peace terms from the allies.” 

Informal Move Falls. 

At the white house the view was ex- 
pressed that the president virtually had 
abandoned the idea of continuing the 
informal peace movement begun ten 
days ago in a conversation between 
Oscar Straus and Count Von “Serns- 
torff, the German ambassador. [Ile has 
decided to await a definite expression 
from some one of the belligerents, feel- 
ing it would be inconsistent with 
American neutrality to press any of the 
belligerents to make overtures. 

Incidentally, the state department 
has not communicated with the Bri:- 
ish or French ambassadors here or tha 
German ambassador in New York on 
the subject. Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, as 
well as Jules Jusserand, were at the 
state department today. Ambassador 
Spring-Rice did not mention peace, 
discussing neutrality questions. The 
French ambassador made only casual 
inquiry as to the correctness of news- 
Paper reports regarding peace possi- 
bilities. 

Bach Side Dedges Blame. 


Diplomats representing the allied 
powers are said to believe President 
Willson will now ask the Américan am- 
bassadors abroad not to cantinue :con- 
versations until terms of peace were 
voluntarily. froposed hy the belliger- 
ents.

RUSGIANS CHEEK 
GERMAN ADVANGE 


Kaiser’s Forces Are Falling 
Back in East Prussia--The 
Czar’s Troops Continue 
Pursuit of Austrians. 


Petrograd, September 18.—The fol- 
lowing communication was issued to- 
day by the chief of the general staff: 

“On the front in Eastern Prussia the 
armies of General Rennenkampf defi- 
| nitely stopped September 17 the offen- 
sive movement of the Germans. At 
several points the Germans are falling 
back and shifting to new positions. 

“On the Austrian front the pursuit 
of the enemy continues. The Rus- 


sians are approaching the defensive 
positions of Sienawa, Jaroslau and 
Przemysl (Galicia).” 


New York, September 18.—Colonel 
Golejesski, military attache of the Rus- 
sian embassy, today gave out at the 
Russian consulate here the following 
official dispatch which he said he had 
received from Petrograd: 

“Along the whole of the front our 
pursuit of the Austrian rear guard is 
being successfully continued. We 
have taken Sandomir (in Russian Po- 
land, 31 miles southwest of Lublin.) 

“The strongly fortified bridge head 
at Krozeshow, on the San river, was 
taken by a dashing feat of our leading 
battalion. Keeping the retreating ene- 
my on the run, this battalion crossed 
the bridge close on the heels ef the 
Austrians, and entering the town sim- 
ultaneously with them, took possession 
of it. 

“Near Jaworow (in Galicia, 30 miles 
northeast of Przemysl) the baggage 
trains of the sixth and fourteenth Aus- 
trian army corps, over 30 guns, 5,000 
prisoners and enormous artillery stores 
were taken. 

“In East Prussia only unimportant 
skirmishing was reported.

REPULSED BY ALLIES. 

During the night of September 15-16 
the Germans attempted a formidable 
movement in the western sphere, but 
were met by the French and British 
with courage that was marvelous 
against overwhelming odds. The Ger- 
mans returned to the attack no fewer 
than ten times with remarkable tenac- 
tty and intrepidity, but were unable 
to break through the firm line pre- 
sented by the allies’ infantry. 

The fight just before daybreak was 
the most violent of all. The Germans 
appeared to throw in the charge all 
that’ remained of their energy, but 
were rolled back with enormous 
losses. Before retiring behind their 
big guns they sacrificed many of their 
number, displaying resolution which 
approached desperation. A vigorous 
counter-attack from the allies ensued, 
during which a small extent of ground 
was gained. 

Last night was relatively calm 
along the front, but today the fight- 
ing became more furious than ever. 
During the darkness operations are 
rendered difficult owing to the reluc- 
tance of the opposing commanders to 
use searchlights, which might expose 
their positions.

It is impossible to learn from any 
one portion of the line what is occur- 
ring at other places, but an inclina- 
tion to recede slightly seemed evident 
on the German side, although they 
offered the most obstinate resistance 
and fought as though made of iron.

12 BRITISH OFFICERS 
KILLED, 34 WOUNDED 


London, September 18.—(10:20 p. m.) 
The war office has received from head- 
quarters at the front, under date of 
September 15, the names of twelve of- 
ficers killed, thirty-four wounded and 
seven missing. One killed was Lieu- 
tenant Colonel D. H. Montressor, of the 
Sussex regiment. Lieutenant Colonel 
H. C. Lowther, of the Scotch Guards, 
was wounded. He formerly was sec- 
retary to the Duke of Connaught. 


BOMB THROWN INTO 
ARSENAL OF AUSTRIA 


Rome, September 19.—(Via Paris, 
1:30 a. m.)—It is reported here that 
telegraph and telephone wires out of 
Pola, the great naval port and arsenal 
of Austria, have been cut and that 
bombs have been thrown into the bar- 
racks. Report has it also that mines 
have been discovered in the canal lead- 
ing of the arsenal, which were not laid 
by the Austrian authorities. 


RUSSIAN GOVERNOR SHOT 
BY UKRANIAN ASSASSIN 


Vienna, September 18.—(Via Rotter- 
dam, via London.)—According to a 
dispatch received here, the assassina- 
tion of Count Georges Bobrinski, the 
Russian governor of Galicia, who was 
formerly at Kiev, was attempted by a 
Ukranian, who is said to have been 
irritated at the count’s remark that 
anti-Russian agitation existed there. 
Three revolver shots were fired, one 
bullet hitting the count in the shoul- 
der. The assailant was arrested and 
afterwards all the houses of Ukranians 
were searched. 
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Allies Try Desperately 
To Dislodge the Germans 


Discovery of Weak Point 
in Either Line Will Be 
Followed by Decisive At- 
tack. 


London, September 18.—(9:15 p. m.) 
For five days the British and French 
armies have been trying to dislodge 
the Germans from the strong line of 
defenses which they have constructed 
on the battle front stretching from the 
Oise to the Meuse rivers. There have 
been attacks. and counter attacks, but, 
in the words of the official communica- 
tion, “there has been no change in the 
situation.” 

The allies claim to have made slight 
progress at some points against the 
German right wing north of the River 
Aisne and to have repulsed counter at- 
tacks there and between Craonne and 
Rheims, while they say in the center 
and on the right the Germans are act- 
ing purely on the defensive, having 
“dug themselves into entrenchments.” 

The German official reports are al- 
most identical with those of the all:es. 
They say no decision has been reached, 
but that the allies’ power of resistance 
is weakening; that a French attempt 
to ‘break ‘their right has failed; that 
in the center the Germans 7re gain- 
ing grotnd slowly and that sallies 
from Verdun have been repulsed. 

It would seem from a}! this that the 
commanding generals have not yet 
found the weak points in their oppe- 
nents’ dispositions and that each is 
withholding his determined blow for, 
as Lord Kitchener said in the house of 
lords, “the right moment.” 

Germans Strongly Fortified. 

The Germans having reached select- 
ed positions, which they have strongly 
fortified, would aippear to have the ad- 
vantage, according to military critics, 
but for the fact that they must defend 
the whole of their front to make good 
their retirement should an attack by 
them fail or a smashing blow ‘rem 
the allies break their line while the 
Anglo-French forces are declared to 
be free to mass at any point General 
Joffre may select as most su'table for 
attack. 

It is not certain where the French 
commander will direct his assault. 
While the armies forming his left are 
pressing the German right wing, it is 
thought probable Joffre is making ar- 
rangements for an attempt to cut 
through the German front somewhere 
north of Verdun and thus drives the 
armies of the German crown” prince, 
tne Duke of Wurttemburg, . General 
Von Hausen, General Von Buelow and 
General Von Kliuck westward, sever 
‘heir communications with the lthine 
through Luxemburg and compel them 
to rely on lines running into Belgium, 
which are menaced by an Anglo-l"rench 
force operating on the border, as well 
as by a Belgian army. Tae Germans 
are reported to be prepared, however, 
to offer tremendous resistance to such 
a move. They not only are in strong 
positions where reinforcements of men, 
munitions and provisions can reach 


them easily, but they have additional 
defended positions to fall back on, if 
necessary. Furthermore, they are said 
to be strengthening their positions 
along the River Sambre from _Mau- 
beuge to Namur and along the Meuse 
from Givet to Namur, so that nothing 
evidently is being left to chance. 

, Trains Ready in Luxemburg. 

It even is reported that the Germans 
are concentrating transport trains on 
the Luxemburg frontier to enable them 
to move troops eastward should they 
so desire. This leads some military 
observers to believe the Germans have 
decided to remain on the defensive in 
the west while they are sending their 
main army east to confront the Rus- 
sians. Apparently they are concen- 
trating their western armies, for, with 
the exception of occasional Uhlan 
troops, northwestern France seems 
nearly clear of Germans.~ The Calais 
and Boulogne routes to Paris have 
been reopened. 

One of these Uhlan patrols was 
caught by a British armored motorcar 
in command of Commander Samson at 
Doullons, on the main road north of 
Amiens, a few days ago and four out 
of its five men were killed. The other 
Uhlan was wounded and captured. Com- 
mander Samson is one of the most effi- 
cient of the navy’s flying men, many 
of whom are now working with the 
army. His exploit shows that the Brit- 
tsh, like the Germans, have armored 
cars with which to chase scouting par- 
ties. 

Reports from Petrograd today say 
the Russian pursuit of the Austrians 
continues, and that the Russians have 
gained important successes over the 
Austrian rear guard. Convoys of two 
army corps, with thirty guns and am- 
munition and 5,000 prisoners, are said 
to have been captured. The whole of 
the <Austro-Russian border between 
Yusevoff and Annapol is reported to be 
overrun by Cossacks leading the Rus- 
sian advance. 

Ruas Ferce of 7,000,000, 

The Russian army now in Galicia 
will be left there to complete its work, 
for, according to a Rome dispatch, an 
army of 900,000 Russians is marching 
into Central Poland, followed by an- 
other army of two million, while a 
third army, also aggregating two mil- 
lion, is coming from more distant 
regions, and will reach the front in 
October. 

There already are said to be a mil- 
lion Russians in Galicia and a half- 
million in East Prussia. While these 
numbers are enormous, they are con- 
sidered probably a fair estimate of 
what Russia soon will have available 
for her war. It is said she will have 
7,000,000 men on the move. 

While continuing the offensive in 
Galicia, Russia is standing on the de- 
fensive on the East Prussian frontier, 
her army ves been driven back by 
the Germans. his army, however, is 
said to be intact. 

There was a remarkable scene today 
in the house of commons after the 
signing of the home rule bill by King 
George. For the first time, as far as 
can @ recalled, the members of the 
house sang “God Save the von and 
the nationalists, who previously had 
refrained from singing the national 
anthem, joined in. 

Another recedent will be broken 
when Premier Asquith and John Reda- 
mond, the Irish leader, address re- 
cruiting meetings in Ifeland; and still 
another when the Irish legion, which 
the nationalists are forming, fights 
under the British flag. There have 
been many Irish legions, some of 
which have fought on French soil, but 
with one exception, never under the 
flag of Britain. 


German Loss 3,200 Dead 
Each Day for Fortnight 


London, September 18.—(1 p. m.)—As 
has been the case heretofore when the 
struggle along the vast battle line in 
France has been most acute, the pub- 
lic in Germany as well as in France 
and England has been forced to content 
itself with the most meager news of 
the progress of military operations. 
Experience has shown that extended 
statements are issued only after the re- 
tirement or the temporary defeat of one 
army or the other. 

The information this morning sets 
forth laconically that the battle is rag- 
ing with great fierceness along the 
whole front which extends, roughly 
speaking, from the river Oise near 
Noyon to the German fortress of Metz, 
but barring a slight retirement of the 
German right wing at certain points 
no decided advantage is credited io 
either side. 

Presumably the efforts of the allies 
have been divided into three supréme 
struggles: First, to dislodge the Ger- 
mans from the heights of the Aisne; 
second, to break through the fourth 
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and fifth German armies at the center; 
third, to outflamwfKk the German right un- 
der General von Kluck. The position 
of the fourth and fifth German armies 
is considered not so strong as the re- 
mainder of the line, while if the flank- 
ing movement is successful, the railroad 
lines on which the Germans depend 
would be cut. 


GERMANS WAITING 
FOR REINFORCEMENTS. 

While the next move of either army 
is a matter of speculation, the press of 
London dwells today upon the possi- 
bility that the Germans are striving 
only to hold the strong positions they 
now have assumed, with the view of 
keeping the allies at bay and thus af- 
fording Emperor William opportunity 
to rush more troops to his eastern 
frontier. 

On the other hand, it would be no 
surprise if the Germans, now rein- 
forced, should attempt another aggres- 
sive movement similar to the one which 
the allies inaugurated so successfully 
after the invaders had exhausted 
themselves in the alvanche-like rush 
toward Paris. 

The German losses are estimated 
here at 3,200 dead daily for the last 
fortnight. This totals more than 44,000 
since September 4. As the losses of 
the allies are known to have been tre- 
mendous and adding the terrtble losses 
suffered by the Austrians in Galicia, 
some idea may be gained of the extraor- 
dinary sacrifices of men during these 
first few weeks of the modern world’s 
greatest war. 

No confirmation has been received 
here of the reported Servian evacua- 
tion of Semlin, nor have the brief dis- 
patches bringing this rumor told 
whether the Servian retirement was 
due to strategic reasons or a result of 


| the onslaughts of the Austrians, aided 


by the gunboats which are reported to 
have bombarded both Semlin and Belk 
grade. All Servian advices insist that 
the Serbs are continuing their vigor- 
ous forward movement, 

PEACE TALK RESENTED 

BY BRITISH PUBLIC. 

Even preliminary talk of peace seems 
to be resented by the British public. 
While the pact recently signed by the 
allies insures concerted action in the 
direction of peace when it comes, the 
dispatches from Washington relative to 


| the attitude on peace of Dr. von Beth- 
' mann-Hollweg, the German chancellor, 


as conveyed through the American am- 
bassador at Berlin, together with dis- 
patches from Rome, saying that Aus- 
tria-Hungary desires peace, have 
aroused considerable discussion here. 


Editorial articles already have appeared 
, saying that peace on any terms is out 


of the question until what is styled “the 
of German militarism” . is 
crushed. 

The earlier impatience of the British 
public for news from the front seems 
now to be more or less reconciled to 
the enforced necessity of awaiting the 
official bulletins given out by the press 
bureau. Dispatches from Berlin say 
that the German public has been with- 
out actal news of the situation in the 
westerr area of the war for two weeks. 

There was nothing today to indicate 
a change in the situation in the eastern 
zone. Presumably the armies of Aus- 
tria are still trying to unite at Cracow, 
while the Russian army under Genera] 
Rennenkampf is holding the Germans 
at bay along the frontier of Poland. 


PRINCE OF WALES KEPT 
FROM WAR BY KITCHENER 
London, September 18.—( 8:12 
Pp. m.)—-The Prince of Wales was 
anxiops to go to the front, according 
to a statement issued tonight by the 
officiai press bureau, and tried to 
get liord Kitchener’s consent to do 
so. But as he had not completed 
hig military training Lord Kitchener 
submitted to the king “that for the 
present it is undesirable that his 
royal highness should proceed on 
active service.” 


'Ten Furious Onslaughts 


Failed to Check Allies 


London, September 18.—(9:30 p. m.) 
The Exchange Telegraph's Paris cor- 
respondent, in a dispatch received to- 
night, says: 

“A comprehensive account of the 
five days’ battle on the Aisne river, 
which he described as the fiercest in 
the western theater since the begin- 
ning of the war, was given by a French 
officer who arrived in Paris today. 

“On the morning of the 14th. the 
officer said the Germans called a halt, 
but by afternoon’ the battle had be- 
come general. All next day the bat- 
tle was of a ding-dong nature, the 
Germans evidently awaiting reinforce. 
ments. During the night, however, 
they delivered a furious attack on the 
extreme left, but the British and 


French troops gallantly met the on- 
slaught, repulsing the Germans no 
fewer than ten times with fearful 
losses. 

“The Germans still came on, how- 
ever, seeking to pierce the French line. 
There had been nothing like it since 
the beginning of the campaign. The 
enemy hurled dense masses of troops 
at us in a supreme endeavor to check 
our forward progress, but when dawn 
came we still held the position, and 
even had gained ground slightly. 

“The artillery duel was continued 
throughout the next day. The morn- 
ing of the 17th again saw desperate 
fighting. This time we threw the Ger- 
mans back some ten kilometers, cap- 
turing six hundred men and a lot of 
mitrailleuses.”’ 


GERMANS DESCRIBE 
BURNING OF CITY 


Claim Snipers at Louvain 
Fired for 24 Hours Follow- 
ing Organized Uprising 
Against the Germans. 


New York, September 18.—Adolf von 
Bruening, formerly secretary to the 
German embassy at Washington, who 
now is at Genoa, Italy, has sent to a 
relative here the rollowing communi- 
cation from Dr. A. F. M. Zimmerman, 
German under secretary of foreign af- 
fairs, with the information that the 
German government requested that it 
be given publicity: 

“Berlin, August 30, 1914.—Official 
communication to the German general 
staff: The city of Loewen (Louvain) 
had surrendered and was given over 
to us by the Belgian authorities. On 
Monday, August 24, some of our troops 
were shipped there, and intercourse 
with the inhabitants was develaping 
quite friendly. ‘ 

Fired on by Snipers. 

“On Tuesday afternoon, August 2%, 
Our troops, hearing about an imminent 
Belgian sortie from Antwerp, left in 
that direction, the commanding gen- 
eral ahead ‘in motor car, leaving be- 
hind only a colonel with soldiers to 
Protect the railroad. <As the rest of 
the commanding general’s staff with 
the horses was going to follow and col- 
lected on the market place, suddenly 
rifle fire opened from all the surround- 
ing houses, all the horses being killed 
and five officers wounded, one of them 
seriously. 

‘Simultaneous fire opened at about 
ten different -places in town, also on 
some of our troops just arrived and 
waiting on the square in front of the 
station and on incoming military 
trains. Two priests, caught handing 
out ammunition to the people, were 
Shot in front of the station. 

“Street fight lasted till Wednesday, 
the 26th, in the afternoon (24 hours) 
when stronger forces, arrived in the 
meantime, succeeded in getting the up- 
per hand. Town and northern suburbs 
were burning at different places, and 
by this time have probably burned down 
altogether. 

“On the part of the Belgian govern- 
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ment a general rising of the popula- 
tion against the enemy had been or- 
ganized for a long time; depots of 
arms were found, where to each gun 
was attached the name of the citizen 
to be armed. 

“A spontaneous rising of the people 
had been recognized, at the request of 
the smaller states at The Hague con- 
ference, as being within the law of na- 
tions, as far as weapons are carried 
openly and the laws of civilized war- 
fare are being observed, but such ris- 
ing was only admitted in order to fight 
the attacking army. 

“In the case of Loewen the town had 
already surrendered, the town being 
occupied by our troops. Nevertheless, 
the. population attacked on all sides 
and with a murderous fire the occu- 
pying forces and newly arriving troops. 

“Therefore there can be no question 
of means of defense allowed by the law 
of nations, neither of a war-like guet- 
apens (ambush) but only of a treach- 
erous attempt of the civil population, 
the more to be condemned, as it appar- 
ently was planned long before hand 
with simultaneous attack from Ant- 
werp, a8 arms were not carried open- 
ly, a8 women and young girls took part 
in the fight and blinded our wounded, 
sticking their eyes out. 


General Rising Planned. 


“The barbarous attitude of the Bel- 
gian population in all parts occupied 
by our troops not only has justified our 
severest measures, but forced them on 
us for the sake of self-preservation. 

The intensity of the resistance of 
the population is shown by the fact 
that in Loewen twenty-four hours were 
necessary to break down their attack. 
We ourselves regret deeply that during 
these fights the town of Loewen has 
been destroyed to a great extent. Need- 
less to say these are not intentional 
on our part, but cannot be avoided in 
this infamous frantic-tireur war being 
led against us. 

“Whoever knows the good-natured 
character of our troops cannot serious- 
ly pretend that they are inclined to 
needless or frivolous destruction. 

“The entire responsibility of these 
events rests with the Belgian govern- 
ment, who, with criminal frivolity, have 
given to the.Belgian people instruc- 
tions contrary to the law of nations 
and incited their resistance, and who, 
in spite of our repeated warnings, even 
after the fall of Luettich (Liege) have 
done nothing to induce them to a peace- 
ful attitude.”

FORCES OF RUSSIANS 

BEATEN IN PRUBSIA, 

Meanwhile the severity of the cen- 
sorship on the Russian front has been 
relaxed and a number of stories are 
coming through from which it is pos- 
sible to draw a general picture of the 
operations leading to the defeat of Gen- 
eral Rennenkampfs Russian army. 
From September 7 to 13 the Russians 
took a strong position on the line from 
Angerberg to Gerdauen, Allenburg and 
Kehlau, the left wing resting on they, 
Magzurian lakes and the right wing 
protected in the rear and flank by the 
forest of Frisching, whose  pathless 
woods and swamps furnished an al-¢- 
most impregnable position. The Rus- 
sians devoted gr@&t efforts to entrench- 
ing their position and brought up, be- 
sides, their heavy artillery. 

Russian cavalry scouted far to the 
west and south, but otherwise the army 
undertook no offensive operations in 
the days following the battle of Tanne- 
burg. The enemy’s forces, according 
to the German official account, were 


composed of the Second, Third Fourth |’ 


and Twentieth corps, two reserve di- 
visions and five cavalry divisions. 

General Hindenburg, the German 
commander, meanwhile was assembling 
every available man. He again resort- 
ed to the customary German outflank- 
ing movement and since the Russian 
right, protected by the forest and 
marshes, seemed too strong, he adopt- 
ed the daring strategy of sending the 
flanking force to the lake region to 
the south, the same character of move- 
ment by which the Russian Narew 
army was trapped and captured a short 
time before and which, in case of fail- 
ure, might have been equally as dis- 
astrous for the Germans. 

The strategy, however, succeeded, al- 
though General RennenKampf offered 
a desperate resistance to the frontal 
attacks. 


GEN. RENNENKAMPF 
FORCED TO RETIRE. 

After three days’ fighting the Rus- 
sians were forced back slightly in the 
center. When the movement of the 
Germans was discovered, already 
threatening the flank, a counter move- 
ment was launched against it with a 
new army, collected at Lyck, Includ- 
ing the Twenty-second corps and parts 
of the Third Siberian corps, just ar- 
riving from Irkutsk, and the balance 
of the defeated Narew army, but the 
counter attacks failed and on Septem- 
ber 10 the Russians began to fall back 
on their main position, retreating in 
good order and well preserved.

Thrown Switch Believed 
Responsible for Wreck of 
Queen and Crescent Train 
in Alabama. 


New Orleans, September 
was being made tonight 
wreckers believed to have caused the 
death of ten persons and the injury 
of thirty others, by derailing Queen 
and Crescent train No. 2 at 3 a. m. 
today at Livington, Ala. Bloodhounds 
late today failed to pick up a trail. 
Some of the injured, taken to Meridian, 
Miss., hospitals are in a serious condi- 
tion, and the death toll of the wreck 
may be increased. 

William Jones, of Birmingham, Ala., 
engineer of the wrecked train, who 
lost his life, is said to have been given 
the “clear” signal at the last auto- 
matic switchpost before the Klondyke 
switch, where the wreck occurred. Sup- 
porters of the wrecker theory think 
some one tampered with the switch in 
the brief interval after the train passed 
the block and before it struck the 
gwitch. It also is said that the switch 
was thrown against the train; that 
the switch light was out, and that the 
oil tank of the light was empty.

Making Up Lost Time. 


The train, composed of six sleepers, 
two day coaches, mail, baggage and ex- 
press cars, left Meridian shortly after 
midnight, thirty-five minutes late. En- 
gineer Jones, who lost his life, it is 
believed, was trying to make up some 
of the lost time and was running at 
a good rate of speed when he struck 
the switch. The engine crashed toward 
a sidetrack and struck a freight car 
loaded with slag. All of the train ex- 
cept the last three sleepers, which had 
been coupled on at Meridian from a 
New Orleans and Northeastern train 
leaving here at 7:30 o’clock last nigh 
piled on to the éngine and thé freigh 
car. Nearly every person in these cars 
was hurt. / 

Mrs. L. M. Smith, a Pullman pas- 
senger, was found badly injured with 
her lifeless child in her arms. She 
was unconscious and is dangerously 
hurt. All of the passengers who es- 
caped serious-injury were thrown from 
their berths and suffered minor hurts. 

A relief train bearing doctors and 
nurses was sent from Meridian, about 
forty miles distant. Identification of 
the dead was difficult, as nearly every 
one on the train except those in the 
last three sleepers was injured. Not 
until late this afternoon was the name 
of Mrs. Bollinger learned. She was 
brought to Meridian in a dying con- 
dition. 

Many of the injured are in a se- 
rious condition and the death list may 
be increased.

The Berliner Tageblatt prints the 
following regarding the operations in 
the west: 

“We are standing on the defensive 
on a 125-mile battle line and because 
we have been spoiled by a rapid series 
of victories many are unable to real- 
ize that a defense under certain cir- 
cumstances is as justified as an of- 
fensive. 

“We have learned little concerning 
the situation, but we point to some 
successes, such as the repulses of the 
French night attacks and the fact that 
the French have succeeded neither in 
outflanking the retiring right nor 
breaking through the front. 

“The abandonment of our original 
positions between Paris and Verdun for 
strategic reasons is in itself nothing 
momentous. In many days of battle 
and shifting positions final results 
alone are important. So long as the 
battle continues undecided with the 
possibility of throwing in fresh troops 
drawing nearer, while the enemy has 
exhausted himself by repeated attacks, 
the German chances are better than 
those of the Anglo-French.” 

Captain Schieckert, the correspond- 
ént of The Lokal Anzeiger, describes 
the action in East Prussia on Septem- 
ber 10 as follows: 


GERMAN DESCRIBES 
“MUSIC” OF BIG BATTLE. 


“Our heavy Howitzer batteries lo- 
cated on the extreme right wing bom- 
barded the entrenchments and bomb 
proofs of the Russian infantry with 
terrible effect, and from this position 
we watch the progress of the battle 
easily with field glasses, but we, too, 
caught the big notes of the battle 
music. 

“The battle salvos of the Russians 
came in ever-shortening intervals and 
between rolled the infantry fire, now 
in volleys and then irregularly. Mean- 
while the hard rattle of the machine 
guns on the edge of the forest had 
a deafening sense, adding long runs 
of notes to the concert. 

“The Russian shrapnel meanwhile 

burst too high or too low, near our 
batteries, but the Russians, after a 
while, got the range and over our 
batteries soon flew fragments of the 
iron shower bath intended for us. Soon 
our batteries increased their fire, un- 
til the heavens seemd afire, while on 
the horizon the villages broke out in 
flames. 
“Through the field glass I observed 
dark masses moving across the fields. 
It was the well-extended German in- 
fantry advancing with extraordinarily 
rapid speed. Altogether too high over 
them exploded shrapnel and from the 
north came infantry fire, which soon 
Was silent. 

“At 1:45 in the afternoon the Rus- 
sian shrapnel fire reached its maxi- 
mum violence, and then followed a 
cessation of al) fire for ten minutes, 
and then again the fire was opened. 
At 2:46 the Russian fire stopped with 
our men advancing as rapidly as pos- 
sible and a little while afterward the 
effect of our flank movement behind 
Loetzen made itself felt.”

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Austrian Ambassador Dumba 
Ridicules Russian Reports 


: 


Declares Austria Has Ac- 
complished All It Hoped 
to Do—Russ Victories of 
Little Importance. 


New York, September 18.—Dr. Con- 
stantin Dumbda, Austrian ambassador 
to the United States, today issued the 
following statement: ‘ 

“I am compelled to protest most em- 
phatically against the false reports 
sent via London from Rome, Milan, 
Geneva, Copenhagen and St. Peters- 
burg about the Austrian campaign in 
Russian Poland and Galicia. To quote 
some of these reports purporting to 
come from official sources: 

“‘The Austrians lost since the bat- 
tles of Lemberg 350,000 dead and 
wounded and 100,000 prisoners.’ I read 
this incredible lie at least twenty 
times, in big headlines, repeated even 
in the same paper several times. But 
we hear that immediately afterward 
‘the Austrian generals, Dankl and Auf- 
fenberg, who had to retreat from Rus- 
sian Poland, suceeeded in uniting and 
rallying for a new fight.’ I do not 
think that anybody endowed with a 
little common senee can for one mo- 
ment believe that an army of 1,000,000 
having lost 450,000 men should be able 
immediately to rally for a new fight. 

Nichailowsk Only a Village. 

“according to official(?) St. Peters- 
burg news, the Austrians, while re- 
ceding and hotly pursued to Lemberg, 
have already lost about 200,000 men. 
(There was hardly anybody left to tell 
the tale.) The steel forts of the first 
class fortress of Nichailowsk had been 
silenced and stormed with incredible 
bravery by the Russians. (In reality 
Nichallowsk is a small village with 
907 inhabitants, where the Austrian 
troops had erected provisional field 
trenches.) The reports spoke of 500 
Austrian field guns and 1,000 heavy 
guns captured. (Nobody, knows the 
whereabouts of these mythical 1,000 
heavy guns, as no Austrian fortress 
had been taken.) Then again, ‘the 
backbone of the Austrians in Galicia 
was utterly broken after the fall of 
Lemberg, it practically no longer ex- 
isted, so that the dreaded Cossacks 
had the choice between a rush to Buda- 
pest to join hands with the Serbs and 
the announced onslaught to Berlin via 
Breslau.’ 

“Some days later we hear from Vien- 
na that the Austrian troops made a 
firm stand in Grodek, southwest of 
Lemberg, and, after a five days’ bat- 
tle, took 10,000 Russian prisoners and 
captured many guns. 

Waging Defensive War. 

“St. Petersburg cables that the two 
Austrian generals, Dank! and Auffen- 
berg, are entrapped between the fort- 
ress of Prezemysl and Cracow, and 


that their surrender is shortly expect- 


ed (evidently by the reporter alone). 
What in reality happened is this: The 
Austro-Hungarian troops had from 
the beginning to wage in eastern Ga- 
licia a defensive war againat great 
odds. After repeated engagements they 
fell back on their strong line of de- 
fensive under the protection of the 
first-class fortress of Prezemysl. The 
advance of our northern and central 
army to Lublin and to the River Bug, 
although finally ehecked and repulsed, 
achieved its end to arrest the progress 
of a huge Rwssian army in the direc- 
tion of Thorn and Breslau and to re- 
lieve the enormous pressure brought 
to bear by Rennenkampfs army on 
two or three German army corps left 
to defend eastern Prussia. Here the 
Russian invasion recently resulted in 
defeat and disaster.” 

“As to the Central Rusisan army with 
the fortress of Brest-Litowsk to lean 
upon, its onslaught on the Prussian 
provinces of Silesia and Posen is far 
from imminent, as the Polish territory 
on the left bank of the Vistula occu- 
pied by German troops first must be 
conquered, The only tangible result 
of the Russian victories announced to 
the world with the eloquence of 
Mountebanks is the occupation of east- 
ern Galicia, a flat, open country with- 
out any strategical positions which had 
to be given up to the enemy, as every~- 
body knew in Austria. 

“The general staff of the dual mon- 
archy,.on the other hand, announced, 
as the result of four weeks’ fighting, 
the capture of 41,000 Russian prisoners 
and of 300 guns, figures which prima 
facie bear the color of truth. 

“The news coming especially from 
Rome (often in the shape of fictitious 
eables from St. Petersburg), insists 
upon the outbreak of panic and preva- 
lence of famine in Vienna. Both tales 
are absolutely false and of pure fiction. 
As to the panic, there is not the slight- 
est reason for it and nobody is fright- 
ened by the Cossacks, nothwithstanding 
the picturesque and melodramatic ele- 
ment in the reports of newspaper men 
not allowed to the front. Conditions 
are normal in the Austrian capital, 
where the Imperial opera opened the 
first of September. 


No Famine in Vienna. 


“As far as famine is concerned, I re- 
ceived private letters that most prices 
of the necessaries of life, after a short 
rise, dropped to a normal level; but 
some of the foodstuffs, like eggs and 
sugar, became cheaper om account of 
the impossibility of their exportation. 

“Generally speaking, the most patri- 
otic spirit inspires the whole nation; 
the antagonism of classes and parties, 
the quarrels and jealousies of different 
nationalities disappeared as by en- 
chantment. The mobilization in Aus- 
tria-Hungary, with the sole exception 
of some Servian districts, took place 
amongst unbounded enthusiasm of the 
population. The reserve men, even of 
classes not called in, mustered so much 
strength that in one case an infantry 
regiment could have taken the field 
with 10,000 men. All rumors or news 
of mutiny, of the surrender of Slav 
regiments, of the shooting of Slav 
leaders, or of the disaffection of the 
socialists are slanderous inventions. The 
50,000,000 Austrians and Hungarians 
will fight to the last for the existence 
of their country and for their beloved 
emperor and king.”

Quaker Oats Co. Adopts the 

Plan—Will Consume 21,- 
900 Bales— Other Large 
Concerns Are Taking Up 
Movement. 


The Quaker Oats company, of Chi- 
eago, on Friday began a movement 
which, if taken up by other concerns, 
declare its local ofifcials, will readily 
create a market for cotton and within 
itself relieve the present distressing 


Situation. . 

The plan of the Quaker Qats company 
is to usé cotton bagging instead of 
jute for the conveyance of its products 
to the consumer. In this' way the 
Quaker Oats company, it is declared, 
will be able to consume 21,900 bales of 
cotton annually. This is the plan 
which has been persistently urged by 
The Constitution. 

That this use of cotton will spread 
@mong other concerns which have need 
of bagging is indicated by the an- 
mnouncements of the Golden Grain Mill- 
ing company, of East St, Louis, that 
they will also substitute cotton bagging 
Yor jute. 

Order for Cotton Bags. 


The Quaker Oats company has writ- 
ten to James C. Wilson, of Atlanta, 
manager of the feed department for 
Georgia, that the company has _ just 
placed a large contract for cotton bags, 
1,000,000 of which are for instant de- 
livery, , 

The letter also notifies Mr. Wilson to 
buy a bale of cotton and indicates that 
the Quaker Oats company will be able 
to buy between 100 and 200 bales, 

Mr. Wilson stated to The Constitu- 
tion that the Quaker Oats company 
would be able by the use of cotton for 
ite bagming to consume about 60 bales 
of cotton per day, which would bring 
the annual aggregate up to 21,900 bales. 

“We have seven large mills,” said 
Mr. Wilson, “and we find it will be 
cheaper for us to use cotton for bag- 
ging instead of jute, while cotton sells 
at the rate of ten cents per pound. 


Up to the Farmers, 


“IT see no reason why other millers 
and the fertilizer people should not use 
cotton instead of jute, except for the 
farmers themselves, who frequently ob- 
ject to the use of cotton bags. It is, 
therefore, somewhat up to the farmers 
‘as to whether or not jute shall be sub- 
stituted by their own product.” 

In showing how the Quaker Oats 
people will be able to use such a large 
amount of cotton for bags, Mr. Wil- 
gon said: 

“The Quaker Oats feed mills have a 
Capacity of 8,000 tons per day, which 
requires the use of 60,000 100-pound 
bags. Sixty thousand bags a day will 
consume 48 bales of cotton per day. 

“The cereal mills, packing meal, 
grits and bulk cereal, will consume 
practically 12 bales per day. 

“If all the feed concerns, fertilizer 
people, etc., use cotton bagging instead 
of juve the south will find a market 
for all its cotton.”

“*We are led to report thus favor- 
ably on this question to the clearing 
house, believing that such statements 
will be equally beneficial to the bor- 
rower as to the financial institution 
that may be entertaining the making 
of the loan to any firm, corporation 
or individual.’ ”

He also received a letter from Krown 
& Tynberg company, Ltd. of New 
York, stating that they hoped he 
would appoint a committee through 
which the purchase of cotton could be 
made.- The letter stated that the firm 
was desirous of purchasing cotton, but 
preferred to make the purchase through 
some authorized committee. 

Governor Slaton is leaving for Wasr- 
ington today to be present at the méet- 
ing of the committee*on banking and 
currency. wn his return he will no 
doubt look into the matter of appoint- 
ing a committee with whom prospéct- 
ive purchasers may deal. 

Letter to Governor. 


Following is the letter of George D. 
Barnard & Co., to Governor Slaton: 
St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 16, 1914. 

Hon. John M. Slaten, Governor, Atlan- 
ta, Ga. y 


pear Sir: 


We are enclosing you herewith our 
check in the sum of $150, whieh is 
made payable to your order, and the 
purpose of sending this check is as 
follows: 

We are all painfully aware of the 
distressing conditions in the south 
caused by the European war, and the 
inability to ship and sell cotton. Some- 
one has offered as a partial solution 
to the stagnation in the south the 
purchase of a bale of cotton each, by 
as many persons as can afford to 
carry it, to be held until such time 
as a market is to be found for it at 
not less than 10 cents per und. 

The newspapers have been filled with 
this, and we are daily receiving re- 
quests from friends and customers 
throughout the south to do our share 
in aiding in this way. If everyone 
able to aid in this manner will do s0, 
it will be a considerable help, and we 
desire to do our share, but in doing 
it we wish to proceed in such a way 
that our efforts will as nearly as pos- 
sible be distributed to the different 
sections of the country where we have 
business friends and business relations, 
which is practically in every cotton- 
producing state in the south. 

The local committee here is doing 
its best to further this effort, and is, 
no doubt, working intelligently from 
ita poimt of view, but it does not seem 
to us that if we purchase the cotton 
through this committee we will be 
distributing the benefits of our as- 
sistance to all of our friends. In a 
general way, perhaps, the result would 
be the same, but it might be that all 
the cotton we would buy through this 
local committee would be purchased 
from ‘one state and none from the 
others. 

Therefore, to try and aid each sec- 
tion, we are today sending to the 
govepnors of each of the several cot- 
ton states a letter identical to this, 
and a check for a like amount, know- 
ing no better way to handle this mat- 
ter than by remitting direct to the 
governors. Our desire is that for the 
check inclosed herewith you shall pur- 
chase three bales of cotton at a price 
of 10 cents per pound for our account, 
have same stored in a proper and suit- 
able warehouse and have a negotiable 
receipts sent to us. There will prob- 
ably be some surplus over and albove 
the cost of said cotton, which amount 
you wil, please send to us by St. Louis 
or New York exchange. 

We trust that this method of aiding 
the south will be followed generally 
by all of those throughout the country 
who are in a position to render aid, 
and will result in tiding them over 
until such time as there is a market 
and demand for cotton at a living rate.

Ships Bound for Certain 
European Ports. 


Washington, September 18.—War risk 
insurance will not be granted by the 
federal bureau here to vessels bound 
for ports on the North sea between the 
latitudes of Christiansand and Amster- 
dam, on the Kattegat or Baltic sea or 
adjacent waters, to ports on the Adri- 
atic or Black seas, or'on the Bosphorus, 
without special application and rates. 

“Owing to the exceptional hazards 
involved,” Director DeLanoy announced 
tonight, “we will consider these spe- 
cial ports only when application is made 
to the bureau, and it reserves the right 
to decline any risks to these ports, or 
if accepted, to name-such rates as may 
seem in its judgment adequate.” 

Mr. DeLanoy announced that rates on 
cargo between ports of the United 
States and possessions or any non- 
belligerent country in the western 
hemisphere would be 1-2 per cent; to 
non-belligerent ports not north of 
Havre or east of Sicily, 1 per cent; te 
all other ports 11-2 per cent. On ves- 
sels between United States ports or pos- 
sessions or non-belligerents in west- 
ern hemisphere, 1-2 per cent; to non- 
belligerent ports not north of Havre, 
or east of Sicily, % per cent; other 
ports 1 per cent, 

Time policies will be issued for 90 
days only at a 2 per cent rate or in 
special cases 1 per cent. The rates are 
all subject to change without notice.

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GOOD FOR WASHINGTON! 

It has been a long time since The Con- 
stitution has had an opportunity to make a 
more gratifying announcement than that 
which we make today in the statement that 
Washington county has put itself right be- 
fore the people of Georgia in the matter of 


its tax returns. 

We declared only a few months ago that 
this grand old Georgia county would put 
itself right with the tax returns of next year. 
We knew and said that the good people of 
that county—than whom there are none 
better in Georgia—would resent the impu- 
tation of their good faith and on their good 
mame, that was carried with the first tax 
returns which, single and alone of all coun- 
ties of its class in Georgia, and in defiance 
of the new tax equalization law, showed a 
decrease of county valuations amounting to 
more than $150,000, while every county 
around Washington showed gains ranging 
from $200,000.to $500,000. 

When The Constitution made this de- 
fense of Washington county, a nice young 
man by the name of Mr. Harris, who repre- 
sents Washington in the house, rising to a 
question of personal privilege, fairly foamed 
at the mouth, talling The Constitution all 
gorts of a liar. He vehemently protested 
that there was nothing the matter with his. 
county’s tax returns, and said that politics 
had nothing to do with ind defiance of the 
new state tax law; and when this nice young 
men had finished he crossed his hands over 
his stomach and sat back with the com- 
plaisance of a cat that had swallowed the 
pet canary. 

Washington county, standing aghast at 
its misrepresentative returns, refused to 
wait until next year to undo the injustice 

“ which had been done its good name by this 
year’s returns. 

Its people asked Tax Commissioner Hart 
te give them another chance. The machin- 
ery of the law was put in motion and the 
tax assessors have just completed their 
work. 

And what do you suppose they found— 
without any effort at all to increase any- 
body's taxes over last year’s return? 

The feature of equalization being delayed 
until next year, they have within a few 
weeks’ time FOUND PROPERTY TO THE 
VALUE OF MORE THAN $300,000 WHICH 
WAS NOT EVEN ON THE TAX BOOKS 
OF THE COUNTY, AND NOT A DOLLAR'S 
WORTH OF IT HAD BEEN RETURNED 
FOR TAXATION. 

And what else do you suppose they 

found? With only a few days’ search they 
have actually increased the size of Wash- 
ington county by bringing in for taxation 
EIGHTEEN THOUSAND ACRES of land, 
not an acre of which was on the tax books 
of the county, and from which neither the 
county nor the state was receiving one 
penny of tax returns. 
_ Thus Washington county, just as The 
Constitution said it would do, has put itgelf 
right before the people of Georgia, and ‘has 
done it without even waiting for the year 
that The Constitution gave them. 

‘ The Constitution is intensely gratified 
that its faith in the glory and the good name 
of this great old county, so earnestly de- 
fended by us, even when attacked by mis- 
leading tax returns, has been so promptly 
and so effectually vindicated. 

And as to the nice young man with the 
silver tongue—he is all right, and we confi- 
dently feel that, rising again to a question 
of personal privilege when the house recon- 
venes next summer, he will take occasion to 
admit that somebody almost made a fool 
of him. 


A DREAM OF EMPIRE. 


Reports from Africa attach, and accu- 
rately, more than surface significance to mil- 
itary operations of Germany and England on 
the “dark continent.” While in Europe a 
mighty contest is going on to determine who 
ghall dominate the continent, in Africa a les- |

ser conflict may determine whether Cecil 
Rhodes’ dream of empire shall be realized. 

England’s possessions in Africa stretch 
northward from the cape and southward 
from Cairo in an unbroken line, save for a 
stretch of two hundred miles. Here an arm 
of German East Africa projects and breaks 
their continuity. . 

Rhodes’ dream was of a British empire 
stretching from “Cape to Cairo.” Much of 
his stupendous work was built with that end 
in view. But as long as the possessions of 
an alien and hostile power block the way 
the vision remains only a—vision. 

Already German and English troops have 
clashed, and, while reports are of a vague 
character, they are clear enough to indicate 
that both contestants appreciate the stakes 
and are prepared to battle desperately for 
their respective interests. 

Military wisdom might have dictated a 
waiting policy, with the idea of having this 
question &rbitrated by the _ struggle in 
Europe, instead of by a clash in Africa. For 
whichever contingent wins in Africa, it is 
certain that its victory will be an empty one, 
unless backed up by the victory of its moth- 
er country in the larger European arena. 

It seems, however, that the spirit of com- 
bat has been irrepressible, that it has spread 
from Europe to Africa, and that neither Ger- 
mans nor English are willing to sit idle while 
there is a remote chance for the one to 
thwart and the other to materialize a mighty 
scheme. 

Regardless of whether England wins in 
Africa, if she wins in Europe she will be in 
position to dictate terms to Germany. The 
world will then see materialized the African 
empire which was the dying dream of 
Rhodes, and which is the devout ambition of 
every Englishman who measures his coun- 
try’s destiny in the terms of imperialism. 


ORPHANS’ WORK DAY. 

Saturday, September 26, a week from to- 
day, brings the annual “Work Day” for the 
benefit of the Methodist Orphans’ Home at 
Decatur, under the jurisdiction of the North 
Georgia conference. 

With the general purposes and the 
splendid constructive work of the Decatur 
Orphans’ Home, the public is familiar. Since 
1871 it has been engaged in fitting for the 
duties and struggles of life, the little waifs 
who must depend upon outside assistance, 
if they are to battle with the world upon 
terms even approximately equal to those 
enjoyed by the child who has a home and 
the loving guardianship of parents. 

While the home is denominational in its 
origin, its doors have never been closed to 
orphans of every creed to the extent of its 
accommodations. The institution depends 
very largely upon the proceeds of “Work 
Day” for its maintenance, and its con- 
stantly expanding needs. For several years 
receipts from this source have averaged 
from twelve to sixteen thousand dollars. 
The friends of the home feel they are justi- 
fied, on account of the enlarging demands 
upon the institution, in asking that the 
public this year exceed its former liberality 
as far as it is able. 

The operation of the “Work Day” idea is 
simple and appealing. Every man, woman 
and child interested in the cause, and all 
who understand its possibilities and need 
must be interested, contribute all or a part 
of the proceeds of one day’s labor to the 
support of the work. Persons who have 
participated in the plan have never felt they 
were contributing to a charity. Rather, they 
are investing money fn the molding of law- 
abiding, Christian and productive citizens, 
who in the future will return to society and 
the state many times the small amount in- 
vested in their equipment for life. 


THE RUSSIAN VETERANS. 


A contemporary calls attention to a fac- 
tor in the European war not generallyjappre- 
ciated, and that is the advantage held by 
Russia by reason of the previous training in 
modern warfare her soldiers have enjoyed 
in the Russo-Japanese war. 

There has been no great conflict in 
Europe since the Franco-Prussian war. 
Since then the styles of fighting and the 
weapons employed have changed radically. 
England’s brush with the Boers can hardly 
be said to have counted, and our own en- 
counter with the Spaniards was upon terms 
too unegual to have yielded up lessons of 
practical value. 

But the Russo-Japanese war was wholly 
modern, so far as the Japanese were con- 
cerned, and every Russfan that participated 
in it, from generals to privates, got a taste 
of the experiences to be expected under con- 
ditions of warfare in the twentieth century. 

It is a certainty that many of the Rus- 
sian generals, and hundreds of thousands of 
the rank and file, which participated in the 
Far Eastern conflict, are now engaged in 
battles against Austria and Germany. If the 
Russians possess ordinary wisdom they have 
so distributed their Far Eastern veterans as 
to stiffen not only raw recruits but also the 
men accustomed to the discipline of drill 
and maneuver. ° . 

Previous training in the Far East, to- 
gether with the traditional inferiority of the 
Austrian as a fighting man, would largely 
explain the manner in which the Austrian 
army has been crumpled up. As yet, the 
advantage of military experience on part of 
the Russians has not been so convincingly 
exemplified in the eastern part of Prussia. 
But as the war proceeds we may expect the 
factor of training to count increasingly. 

In the long run, the advantage of having 
previously been under fire is bound to assert 
its influence. A negligible number of the 
troops of other nations engaged in the 
gigantic fray can claim such a handicap. 
The soldier who has learned self-control] in 
spite of the whistle of the bullet, and who 
does not shy at musketry or cannon fire, is 
a valuable asset to the nation that possesses 
him. 


All Along the Line 


4 WAR RUMORS, 

In these troublesome times, when all 
Europe is involved in a ‘clinch and all 
America is standing before the bulletin 
boards awaiting the result of the first round, 
war news is a national necessity. 

War news is very difficult to obtain 
because of the new-fangled European army 
method of segregating war correspondents 
in country clubs and cafes hundreds of miles 
from the front. Therefore the world has to 
rely on war rumors. 

War rumors are obtained by translating 
the expression of facts of war officials. They 
are also gotten from bystanders on the sea- 
shore, from souvenir postal cards, from 
masked lights on the ocean, from sparrows 
on the telegraph wires and from sounds of 
heavy firing in the vicinity of rock quar- 
ries. 

When a war rumor is obtained it is im- 
mediately cabled to this country: and pub- 
lished with strong expressions of doubt. The 
next day the denials are analyzed. On the 
following day corroborating witnesses are 
examined and three days later the story is 
bofled down and the truth is extracted from 
the residue by a man with tweezers and a 
strong microscope. 

When a war rumor announces that a 
German passenger ship with $11,000,000 in 
gold on board has been captured by the 
British, no one gets excited, because next 
day it will be discovered that the gold was 
British gold anyway, and that the steamer 
is merely being guarded; the following day 
will declose the fact that the stea r slip- 
ped through the British warships safely and 
ig approaching Germany, while two days 
later the same boat will steam into Port- 
aland, U. S. A. 

Likewise, it will appear from a war 
rumor that an entire fleet of British wa- 
ships has been lost. But the next day it 
will be found that only two vessels are 
missing—while the official report will dis- 
close the fact that the loss was confined to 
the week’s washing, which was blown over- 
board during a heavy gale. 

We should not be unduly excited by war 
rumors, remembering the fact that in our 
own Spanish-American war, the one Spanish 
battleship was reported near New York, in 
San Francisco harbor, approaching New 
Orleans under full steam and stealing up 
the Chicago river in a heavy fog—all at the 
same moment. But we should read them 
with the same careful, painstaking interest 
which we would give to any summer fiction 
—and we should also remember that the 
space which is devoted to war rumors would 
otherwise be covered with politics. 


AUSTRIA. 


Austria is an invention of European 
statesmanship which is maintained for the 
purpose of keeping the Slavs, Teutons and 
Turks from rubbing elbows too vigorously. 

It is a polyglot purgatory, composed of 
fragments of a score of races in a state 
of violent altercation. And yet Austria is 
a vast improvement over what was there 
before it. For many centuries this section 
of Europe was a hell in which various races 
met to settle their little hatreds, far from 


civilization and a referee who could keep 


them from biting in the clinches. 

Austria has 240,000 square miles, or 
somewhat fewer than Texas. Into this ter- 
ritory are stuffed 45,000,000 people, includ- 
ing 17,000,000 Huns, who hate the Germans; 
11,000,000 Germans, who despise the Serbs; 
several million Serbs, who would go out of 
their way to swat a Magyar, and 6,000,000 
Bohemians, who hate the whole crowd. 
Further irritations are produced by Mora- 
vians, Ruthenians, Slavonions, Croations, 
Bulgarians, Poles, Roumanians, and various 
other nations and races, who sit up nights 
to hate each other. When we consider that 
all of this ill feeling is contained peaceably 
in a country smaller than Texas, which can 
scarcely contain the democratic party with- 
out an armed guard, we are filled with awe 
over the statesmanship of Austria. 

The Romans used the Austrian territory 
for an exercise ground’ in which to fight 
Huns and Goths. Later on it was fought 
over by Tartars, Moslems, Russians, Teutons 
and unattached entries. In thé thirteenth 
century the Hapsburg brothers got hold of 
it and made a kingdom of it. Since then 
Austria has produced incredible amounts of 
history. But it does not produce as much 
manufactured goods as Chicago, nor as 
much farm products as Iowa and Illinois, 
And yet 45,000,000 people have to live on 
them. This explains why the steerage de- 
partments of ships arriving in this country 
are always overloaded with Austrians. 

Austria has a parliament, in which its 
various nationalities debate with ink bot- 
tles and furmiture. It has a fine old em- 
peror, Franz Joseph, who has served as 
peacemaker for half a century. It has the 
handsomest capital in Europe—Vienna—and 
many great scholars, artists and musicians. 
It also had a navy at the moment at which 
this was written. 

Austria’s two greatest visitors have been 
Napoleon and T. Roosevelt, the latter hav- 
ing been received with much more hospital- 
ity than the former. 

BELGIU M, 

Belgium, which has lately surprised the 
world by holding Germany with all the fury 
of a 111-pound quarter tackling a Percheron 
fullback, is an enlarged wheatfield into 
which 7,000,000 people have been stuffed by 
industry and an entire lack of race suicide. 

Belgium is no bigger than a congres- 
sional district in Kansas, and an energetic 
automobile can cross it in two hours. But 
it is one of the busiest spots on the globe. 
It exports $400,000,000 worth of goods each 
year and raises almost enough produce on 
its cornet-lot farms and pocket gardens to 
feed its pé@pulation. Everyone works in 
Belgium. Even the dogs have to draw 
milk carts, though when a Belgian farmer 
has a valuable dog he does not risk it in 
hot weather. He makes his wife draw the 
cart. : ‘ 

Belgium produces coal, lace, porcelain, 
sugar, steel and old masters in immense 
quantities. It also does a flourishing busi- 
ness with tourists. Antwerp and Brussels are 
fine cities, full of rare old paintings, pave- 
ments and smells, and no American is satis- 
fied until he had gazed upon the works of 
Rubens and Van Dyke. Both-.of these great 
painters hailed from Antwerp, and the city 
is prouder of this than it is of the fact that 
it is the second greatest seaport in thie 
world. 

Belgium is a monarchy, but is not as 
sore about it as it was when old Leopold 
II. was devastating the theaters of Europe. 
The Belgians vote profusely and send repre- 
sentatives to their magnificent capitol at 
Brussels, but they are not noted as scholars. 
Almost 30 per cent of them have neglected 
to learn to read-and write. But at coaxing 
vegetables out of the ground few nations 
can compare with them. 

Belgium is composed of Flemish and 
Walloons, and for many centuries was run 
over by the greater nations as if it had been 
merely a chicken in the road. Thousands 
of battles have been fought on Belgian soil, 
with the Belgians. as innocent bystanders. 
Waterloo was fought within fifteen «miles 
of Brussels and forms a great natural re- 
source of the country today, the sale of 
souvenir cards and bullets being enormous. 
For hundreds of years Belgium as a terri- 
tory was handed around from one nation to 
another, and in the last century it was 
given to the Dutch. This was too much. 
After the Dutch had tried to compel the 
Belgians to learn the peculiar and terrify- 
ing Dutch language the latter revolted and 
beeame a separate nation. 

Belgium also produces the famous Bel- 
gian hare, which seems to be the only 
citizen of the country who knows how to 


run.

The arrangements now under way which 
the American bankers are making will be 
sufficient to protect the cotton planters of 
the south. For it is deemed quite as im- 
portant to general Ameri¢an commercial in- 
terests that this greatest of American har- 
vests in money value, with the possible ex- 
ception of corn, should be protected finan- 
Clally, as it is of importance to the planters 
themselves. A normal cotton crop, includ- 
ing byproducts, has been estimated for sev- 
eral years to be of the money value of con- 
siderably over a billion dollars., Our ex- 
ports of raw cotton have séveral times in 
recent years represented in money the ag- 
Sregate trade balance in favor of the United 
States. 

Or, in other words, dur other internation- 
al commerce has about balanced—the money 
value of exports being equal, substantially, 
to the money value of imports. But our 
Sales of cotton to foreign nations have 
averaged about five hundred millions a 
year. Three years ago, one of the leading 
international bankers at this time of the 
“year said that exports of raw cotton would 
Sive us a visible trade balance of between 
four and five hundred millions, thereby 
favorably influencing the entire volume of 
our foreign trade. The prediction was an 
accurate one. ~ 

Sooner or later, unless the European war 
results in absolute cataclysm, the Lancaster 
district of England and cotton manufactur- 
ers in France will make heavy demands for 
American cotton. But until it becomes prac- 
ticable to export cotton it must be ware- 
housed. 

Fortunately, American bankers, in co- 
operation. with the government at Washing- 
ton, will be able to secure ample funds with 
which to finance the warehoused cotton. In 
Washington, it has been the estimate for 
several days that probably as much as five 
hundred millions of currency can be wisely 
utilized in protecting the cotton financially. 
There are also intimations that it was in 
part due to the belief that the American 
banks would deem it a duty to protect this 
cotton. so that the southern planters should 
not meet with heavy losses that Secretary 
McAdoo recommended that the. maximum 
limit of five hundred millions for issues of 
additional currency under the Aldrich-Vree- 
land act be increased so that it would be 
lawful for him to issue, if in his judgment 
such action were expedient, not less than a 


billion, 
An Expert Opinion. 

No one is better qualified to speak of the 
needs of the cotton planters than is W. P. G. 
Harding, who, fortunately, is a member of 
the federal reserve board. As president of 
one of the leading banks of the south, the 
First National, of Birmingham, Ala., Mr. 
Harding has for years been brought into in- 
timate financial and banking associations 
with the cotton-planting interests of the 
south. Mr. Harding, who was in New York 
for s@veral days after the stock exchange 
was closed, said informally to his friends 
that there would probably be between thir- 
teen and fourteen million bales of cotton 
harvested in the south this year. Ordinarily 
no small part of this cotton would be speed- 
ily upon the ocean. And before the end of 
the year much of it would be itn the hands of 
manufacturers of Great Britain and France. 

The hope has been very strong that with- 
in sixty days ocean commerce would : be 
protected so that it would be possible for 
American exports to be carried to the mar- 
kets of Great Britain and possibly France. 
But until the ocean has been policed so that 
our commerce will be protected, much the 
greater part of it necessarily being carried 
in ships flying the English flag, the cotton 
planters must store their cotton in the ware- 
houses. 


Cotton Warehouses. 

Early in the spring discussion began re- 
specting the commercial practicability of 
establishing cotton warehouses on a large 
scale, the receipts of which could be financed 
by national banks. It was the expectation 
that the advantages offered by the new fed- 
eral reserve banking system would facili- 
tate greatly the financing of cotton ware- 
house receipts. But the federal reserve sys- 
tem will probably not be thoroughly ongan- 
ized until mid-autumn, possibly late in the 
year. Had the system been in g00d work- 
ing order early in the Spring, it is probable 
that it would have been found sufficient, in 
association with cotton warehouse corpora- 
tions, immediately to take care of the cot- 
ton planters. 

But ag itis not in workinggorder there 
must be some highly artificial means adopt- 
ed whereby the planters may be protected and 
the cotton which they have stored be made 
to realize sufficient money for them. There 
appears to be no other way than through the 
utilization of perhaps all of the additional 
currency which Secretary McAdoo is now 
authorized by congress to issue, or, at least, 
to utilize all of the amount authorized in 
excess of the old maximum of five hundred 
millions. 

It is vital to the planters 4 
provided with funds Ba that Frc nnsahinctg. he 
their obligations. They had every reason 
to expect that when their cotton is harvest- 
ed they would find a ready and profitable 
market for it, and in that way come into 
possession of funds with which to take u 
their notes. i 

The proposition, however, must be 
worked out with considerable ‘care. Pre- 
cautions must be taken which will make it 
certain that as soon as the embargo upon 
our export is relieved through the policing 
of the seas for the protection of Our com- 
merce the cotton will move as speedily as 
possible from the warehouse to the foreign 
markets. Very likely soon after the situa- 
tion is well in hand, as it was believed to be 
fairly well controlled within ten days after 
the stock exchange closed, the New York 
— will undertake to work out the prob- 
em. 

The rate of interest charged for the use 
of additional currency—65 per cent for the 
first month, increasing thereafter at the 
rate of 1 per cent a month—will, it is 
thought here, be sufficient to prevent any-

P. C. M7DUFFIE URGES LAW. 


TO CUT COTTON PRODUCTION 


Attorney P. C. McDuffie has sent a com- 
munication to The Constitution urging legis- 
lative action to curtail next year’s produc- 
tion of cotton, pointing out similar action 
by the legislature during the civil war as a 
precedent. . 

Mr. McDuffie calls attention to the fact 

that Governor Joseph E. Brown, in his 
message to the legislature in 1862, expressed 
his confidence in the legality of such an act, 
and that subsequently such an act was 
passed and was in effect during the war, 
beings an emergency act to hold good only 
during that period. 
Mr. McDuffie states’ that he believes a 
prohibitive tax by the legislature is the 
most effective mannér in which to curtail 
the production and uphold the market. 

He peints out that, while farmers’ organ- 
izations and other bodies may do something 
toward curtailing the crop, any action 
taken by these organizations cannot be 
binding, and that the only way to make 
curtailment enforceable is by law. He states 
also that a farmer can hardly expect to re- 
ceive money, emergency or otherwise, from 
the banks above the market value of his 
crop, which value, in turn, he argues, can 
be sustained only by proper curtailment. 


MeDuffie’s Communication. 


Mr. McDuffie’s communication continues: 

The mill owners will have a larger and 
greater market in South America and Can- 
ada for their goods, due to the lack of com- 
petition with English mills, but despite the 
inevitable high prices they are holding off, 
as Hester’s figures indicate, to buy at the 
lowest possible price. The “buy-a-bale of 
cotton” movement holds no compelling charm 
for them. 

Governor Joseph E. Brown, as will be 
seen from his message to the legislature in 
1862, expresses hig confidence in the legality 
of an act imposing a cotton tax. Acting upon 
his recommendation, as will hereinafter bé 
seen, the legislature made it a crime to ex- 
ceed in the production certain limitations. It 
is not difficult to conceive of many ™legal 
obstructions in the way of such an enact- 
ment. It will be said that taxation on prop- 
erty must be uniform, that an arbitrary 
classification cannot be imposed and the due 
process clause of the constitution is being 
violated. It will not be gainsaid that there 
are difficulties in the way, but the necessity 
for immediate action is great. The dire 
stress of the people must now be consid- 
ered. Vigilance will be the price of suc- 
cess. All law originates with them, is 
founded upon their will and is instituted 
solely for the good of the whole. 

Let ug consider the act of 1862-and 
Governor’s Brown's message, particularly his 
rage + igang in reference to the imposition of 
a tax. 

In the senate journal of 1862 appears 
the message of Governor Joseph E. Brown 
to the senate and house of representatives, 


wherein he recommends, under date of No- 

vember 6, 1862, that the state regulate the 

production of cotton by the exercise of its 

taxing power.’ In explanation, he said: 
What Joseph E. Brown Said. 


“The price. which cotton now brings in 
the market presents the strongest tempta- 
tion to the planter to produce a large crop. 
And it is feared that without the restrain- 
ing influence of prohibitory legislation much 
of qur land and labor will be employed in 
its production next year. r 

“There has, I believe, never been a tax 
act in Georgia from the earliest days of the 
state government to this day which did not 
discriminate between different kinds of prop- 
erty and tax someone higher than another: 
When the power of discrimination is admit- 
ted, the extent of its exercise is dependent 
upon the discretion of the legislature... The 
power to discriminate has not only been ad- 
mitted in this state, but the practice has 
been uniform. I, therefore, recommend 
the enactment of a law imposing a tax of 
$100 upon each quantity of seed cotton suffi- 
cient to make a bale of 400 pounds of picked 
cotton ogg ge next year upon all excess 
over what is actually necessary for home 
supply.” . 

On Decerhber 11, 1862, the legislature. in 
compliance with the recommendation of Gov- 
ernor Brown, passed an act entitled: “An act 
to prevent and punish the planting and cul- 
tivation in the state of Georgia of over a 
certain quantity of land in cotton during 
the war with the abolitionists.” 

Section 1 provided that “it shall not be 
lawful for any person or persons, whether 
residing in this section or not, to plant and 
cultivate. in any county in this state by 
themselves, their agents or employees, or 
allow the same to be done, a greater num- 
ber of acres of land in cotton than three 
acres for each hand owned or employed by 
them between the ages of 15 and 55, and 
when said person or persons may own or 
employ hands over 55 years of age and un- 
der 65 or over 12 years of age and under 
15, two of said hands shall be counted as 
one hand and therefore said person or per- 
sons may plant and cultivate three acres 
of land in cotton and no more for every two 
of said hands so owned or employed by 
wage 

ection 2 provided that “every violator 
of this law shall be guilty of a iédeeaamnar. 
and upon conviction thertof shall be fined 
for every acre so planted more than three to 
the hand or hands, or six to the two hands 
or hands, or nine acres to three hands or 
hands,” etc., “the sum of $500 for each and 
every acre so planted above the number 
specified.” 

The county surveyor of each county was 
given the right to enter the premises and 
make a survey of the land so planted and 
cultivated in cotton. 

The law further provided that returns 
should be made to the tax receiver of the 
number of hands employed and that the 
judges of the superior -court should charge 
this law to the grand jury during the war. 


The Bayonet C havea. 


Editor Constitution: I trust you may not 
consider it amiss for me to invite your at- 
tention to the editorial entitled “The Bayo- 
net Charge,” appearing in your issue, this 
date, with a view of correcting an apparent 
misapprehension in regard to ideas, prior to 
the present war, respecting the role of the 
bayonet. I feel sure you desire to present 
to your readers correct information on all 
topics discussed in your paper. 

It is not my purpose to present a lengthy 
discourse on the subject of the bayonet, but 
merely a few words that will set your read- 
ers aright as to certain statements appear- 
ing in the editorial just mentioned. Therein 
the following is stated: “Military experts 
have been fond of telling us that henceforth 
war would be conducted at long range, and 
that hand-to-hand i fighting would become 
practically obsolete. That theory has been 
unceremoniously upset by developments on 
the battlefields of the continent.” 

Perhaps such ideas are based on events 
of the Boer war. In that struggle the tac- 
tics of the Boers never contemplated hand- 
to-hand fighting; for, with their thin skir- 
mish lines, uncontrolled by usual military 
discipline, and having their horses close at 
hand, they depended upon individual accu- 
racy of fire to stop the slow-moving, heavy 
English columns, and then scurry away. 
They would never allow themselves to be- 
come too closely involved, and bayonet com- 
bat did not take place. For a time—between 
the Boer war and the close of the Russo- 
Japanese war—the United States discarded 
the knife bayonet and adopted a short rod 
bayonet, somewhat less in diameter that a 
lead pencil. But the use of the Mayonet by 
the Russians and Japanese soon caused this 
country speedily to adopt a longer and more 
effective knife bayonet than had been in use 
prior to the change just mentioned. Euro- 
pean countries have always (comparatively 
speaking) maintained the bayonet in their 
equipment, and have greatly relied on its 
value, both from a moral and material point 
of view. In very recent times, the Franco- 
Prussian war, the Russo-Turkish war, the 
Russo-Japanese war and the Balkan war, ail 
uphold the bayonet as an effective fighting 
weapon. All modern military writers, of 
sound views, look upon the bayonet as an 
important weapon, and such is the military 
opinion in the United States. 

Space forbids the citation and quotation 
from various authorities, but in order to 
present basic views on the subject, certain 
abbreviated quotation# will be cited from our 
Infantry Drill Regulations of 1911 to show 
the status of the bayonet. Paragraph 318 
states: “‘The major or senior officer in the 
firing line determines when bayonets shall 
be. fixed, and gives the proper command or 
signal. It is repeated by ‘all parts of the 
firing line. Each man quickly fixes 
his bayonet and immediately resumes firing. 
The support also fixes bayonets .. Bay- 
onets will be fixed generally before or dur- 
ing the last, or second last, advance pre- 
ceding the charge.’ Paragraph 319: “. . . 
The firing line having arrived at that point 
(from which the charge is to be made), 
and being in readiness, the major causes the 
charge to be sounded. The skirmishers 
spring forward shouting, run with bayonets 
at charge, and close with the enemy.” Para- 
graph 324: “. . . Fire alone will not stop 
a determined, skillfully conducted attack. 


The defender must have equal tenacity; if | 


he can stay in hig trench or position and 
cross bayonets, he will at least have neutral- 
ized the hostile first line, and the combat 
will be decided by reserves.” Paragraph 
354: “The infantry must have the tenacity 
to hold every advantage gained, the indi- 
vidual and collective discipline and_ skiil 
needed to master the enemy's fire, the de- 
termination to close with the enemy in at- 
tack, and to meet him with the bayonet in 
defense .. .” Paragraph 465: “The defend- 
ers, if subjugated by the fire attack, will fre- 
quently: leave before the charge begins. On 
the other hand, it may be necessary to carry 
the fire attack close to the position and fol- 
low it up with a short dash and a bayonet 
combat .. .” Paragraph 471: “Confidence 
in the use of the bayonet gives the assault- 
ing troops the promise of success.” Under 
the same authority there are many other 
principles stated about the use of the bayo- 
net. Especially in night attacks, the attack- 
er is enjoined to depend altogether on the 
bayonet for success, ¢mploying darkness for 
the purpose of approaching close to the de- 
fenders and then assaulting resolutely, even 
ignoring the fire that may be delivered 
against him. In addition to the, Infantry 
Drill Regulations, our Field Service Regula- 
tions advocate the sameé general principles. 
In all armies the use of the bayonet is care- 
fully taught—detailed instructions being is- 
sued on the subject. | 

From the above suggestions, it is hoped 
that any misconception about the recent use 
of the bayonet may have been cleared up. 
For years in the Russian army, their Cos- 
sack troops (cavalry) have been armed with 
the bayonet; but other powers equip their 
infantry, only, with this weapon.

Law or Lawless Reduction. 


Editor Constitution: * Pledges of cotton 
acreage reduction are not worth a cént and 
investment money attaches no weight to 
them. Reduction has only been effected by 
two methods—law and lawlessness. 

The coffee and the potash production are 
examples of law reduction, the tobacco crop 
reduction is an example of lawlessness re- 
duction. The growing of the plants in small 
beds, and the destruction of these beds being 
an easy proposition for the night-rider, 
made the reduction of the lawnessness meth- 
od an easy and effective one. These plant 
beds must be prepared in February, and 
when the bed with the growing plants is 
destroyed there is no chance then to grow 
more plants for that season's crop. 

If we can get legislative reduction we 
can control the money to finance this crop 
and not rely on anybody’s promises. 

At a meeting of farmers of the tielfth 
congressional district, at which there were 
present one thousand farmers and business 
men, the proposition of legislative reduction 
was advocated. 

When the proposition of a tax for reduc- 
tion was put it was like hitting them in 
the face with a brick, but when it was un- 
derstood, that convention, without a single 
protesting vote, put itself on record as favor- 
ing a tax as a means of reduction. 

When this proposition was put before 
the Macon convention, though it was oppos- 
ed, that convention put itself on record as 
favoring a reduction tax. The farmers are 
holding their cotton waiting for something 
to be done along this line. 

It is not necessary for the southern gov- 
ernors to go to Washington. It is not the 
place for state laws to be written and en- 
acted. It is the duty of the federal govern- 
ment to take care of this situation: indeed, 
the federal government is the only source 
of relief. W. W. STREET.

VILLA DENIES TROUBLE 
WITH OTHER LEADERS 


Praises Wilson for Ordering 
American Troops From 
Vera Cruz. 


9 Cents in Augusta. 
Augusta, Ga, September 18.—(Spe- 
cial.) —-Spot cotton still continues to 
rise in price in the Augusta market, 
the offer of 9 cents being made on 
Thursday.

Putnam Farmers Holding. 

Batonton, Ga., September 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Eatonton farmers are selling 
very little cotton. A great deal is be- 
ing ginned, but in most instances it 
is being hauled back home and stored. 
Cotton is bringing 9 cents on the 
streets, but even at that price it is 
being held by both the white farmers 
and colored tenants. 

This is the first time in years that 
they have held cotton, but they seem 
determined not to sacrifice it below 
the cost of production. 

The bankers will make every effort 
to have the next year’s crop reduced, 
and the present outlook is that there 
will be a diversified crop planted. Many 
farmers have made quite a success of 
alfalfa, and it is being planted a great 
deal this fall. 


Washington, September 18.—General 
Villa sent a message to President Wil- 
son today denying that there was any 
friction between him and other con- 
stitutionalist leaders. From other 
sources came reports that Villa was 
loyal to Carranza. The other reports 
said that in some cases properties had 
been taken over for protection, but 
there had been no confiscation. The 
general tenor of today’s reports was 
to assure the president that order is 
being restored. 

This was General Villa’s telegram, 
dated at Chihuahua yesterday: 

“T have received with supreme pleas- 
ure and great satisfaction the infor- 
mation that the American forces now 
stationed at Vera Cruz will shortly 
leave that port, and I am impelled to 
present to you, in my name and that 
of the Mexican people, our most cor- 
dial congratulations for this action, 
which, as have all those dictated by 
the American government, of which 
you are the distinguished head, re- 
specting all matters connected with our 
country, so faithfully interpreted the 
sentiments and aspirations of the pa- 
triotic Mexican people, and I respect- 
fully salute you as the general in 
chief of the division of the north. 

(Signed) “FRANCISCO VILLA.” 

Brigadier General Funston’s recom. 
mendations that the evacuation of Vera 
Cruz be postponed until October 10 was 
forwarded today to Secretary Garri- 
son, at Sea Bright, N. J. It probably 
will be adopted, as transports cannot 
reach Vera Cruz for several days. 

A telegram from Chaplain Joyce say- 
ing that 500 priests and nuns were 
destitute and would be in danger after 
the departure of the American troops 
and asking that the government trans- 
port them from Vera Cruz to Galves- 
ton, was taken to the white house to.- 
day by Rev. Louis J. O’Hearn, of the 
Catholic university. He received as- 
surances that the persident would con- 
sider it. 

Fears of American bondholders of 
the National railways of Mexico were 
considerably allayed today when Con- 
sular Agent Silliman advised the state 
department that the constitutionalist 
government proposed to turn the opera- 
tions of the railways over to the com- 
pany after a shareholders’ meeting 
October 7. 

Bondholders now have notified the 
department they will await the out- 
come of this meeting before making 
representations concerning the recent 
taking over of the lines by the cousti- 
tutionalists. 

Mr. Silliman reported that the Car- 
ranza officials explained the action as 
an “exigency of war.” The Mexican 
government owns 51 per cent of the 
railways stock, and the constitution- 
alists will elect new directors at the 
proposed meeting. 


MACON “TIGER” HAD 
UNIQUE HIDING PLACE 


Macon, Ga., September 18.—(Special.) 
One of the most unique contrivances 
for concealed whisky in a “blind tiger” 
that has ever been unearthed in Macon 
was described: in the city court today 
by Detective Dave Riley, of the city 
police department, when testifying 
against Will Travis, charged with vio- 
lating the state prohibition law. 

The detective said that the room 
where the liquor was concealed had 
but one means of. ingress, and that a 
door so cleverly cut in the planking 
of the wall that it was almost impos- 
sible to detect it. The latch was on 
the inside and controlled by a string 
that ran up to the top of the wall, 
thence along it, invisible to the eye, 
until finally it found a terminus in the 
back of the cash drawer. When the 
cash drawer was pulled open the string 
could be pulled and the latch released, 
thereby opening the door. 

When this testimony was given the 
plea of not guilty which had been en- 
tered by Travis was changed to one 
of guilty, and he was fined $600, which 
he paid.

All are determined to reduce their 
1915 acreage, and some are going 86 
far ahead as to write in their rent con- 
tracts for the coming year so many 
bushels of corn and oats instead of so 
many pounds of lint cotton.

HOME RULE VICTORY 


England Will Not Quit War 
Until Purpose Is Accomplish- 
ed, Declares the King. 


London, September 18.—Enthusiasm 
unusual in the staid legislative cham- 
bers of Westminster palace was dis- 
played today when the two houses, of 
parliament were prorogued. 

While King George was absent in- 
specting the troops his speech was 
read in the house of lords by Viscount 
Haldane, the lord high chancellor, and 
in the house of commons py John H. 
Whitley, the deputy speaker. 

When the announcement was made 
in the house of lords that the royal 
assent had. been given to the Irish 
home rule and the Welsh church dis- 
establishment suspensory bill and to a 
number of emergency: measures 
cheers were given for the passing of 
the Irish and the Welsh bills. 

On the announcement of the passing 
of the Irish home rule bill in the house 
of commons the nationalists and liber- 
als broke into loud cheers, which were 
repeated again and again. 

Will Crooks, the labor leader, asked 
if it was in order to sing “God Save 
the King.” Without waiting for per- 
mission he started the first verse him- 
self, and then broke down with emec- 
tion. The anthem was taken up by 
the spectators in the gallery as weil 
as by members and the singing was 
heard in the palace yard. 

“God Save Ireland.” 

As the members filed out of the 
chamber Mr. Crooks cried out: 

“God save Ireland.” John Redmond, 
the Irish nationalist leader, replied: 

“God save England.” 

Parliament will sit again October 27. 

King George’s speech follows: 

“My Lords and Gentlemen—I ad- 
dress you in circumstances that call 
for action rather than for speech. 
After every endeavor had been’ made 
by my government to preserve the 
peace of the worid, I was compelled, in 
the assertion of treaty obligations de- 
liberately set at nought and.for the 
protection of the public law of Europe 


and the vital interests of my emipre 


to go to war. 

“My navy and my army ‘have with 
unceasing vigilance, patnepgan. A: and skill 
sustained, in association with our gal- 
lant and faithful allies, a just and 
righteous cause. From every part of 
my empire there has been a spon- 
taneous and enthusiastic rally to our 
common flag. 


Thanks Commons. 


“Gentlemen of the house of com- 
mons: I[.thank you for the liberality 
with which you have met a great emer- 
gency. My lords and gentlemen, we 
are fighting for a worthy purpose and 
we shall not lay down our arms until 
that purpose has been fully achieved. 

“I rely with confidence upon the 
loyal and united efforts of all my 
subjects, and I ray that Almighty 
God may give us His blessing.”

GOLD FUND: PROPOSAL 


Bankers’ Plan Virtually Ap- 
proved, But Final Action 
Is Not Taken. 


Washington, September 18.—After an 
all-day conference between the federal 
reserve board and‘a committee of bank- 
ers, it was virtually agreed tonight 
that the board will approve the bank- 
ers’ proposal for the raising of a 
$100,000,000 gold fund to be used in 
meeting American obligations to 
Europe. This fund will be in addition 
to the $80,000,000 to be raised by the 
bankers’ New York syndicate to meet 
New York city’s obligations across the 
Atlantic. 

Final action was not taken by the 
board tonight. The plan will be pre- 
sented in writing tomorrow, but. its 
adoption may not be moved until Mon- 
day, in the absence of several board 
members over the week-end. 

Probably $25,000,000 of the _ total 
amount will be asked for at once, and 
members of the board were confident 
tonight that such a sum will prove 
sufficient to meet all demands. Na- 
tional banks throughout the country 
will be asked to subscribe to the fund, 
as in the original plan of the bankers. 
The gold will be deposited in the Ot- 
tawa branch of the Bank of England. 
In virtually all respects the proposals 
of the bankers today agreed with those 
made several weeks ago, before the 
New York syndicate underwrote . the 
New York debts. 

Members of the board and bankers 
were agreed that while possibly only a 
small part of the fund will be actually 
needed or transferred to foreign credi- 
tors, the moral effect upon the busi- 
ness world will be marked. They were 
in accord that the world should be giv- 
en notice that the United States is able 
an@ willing to pay its obligations in 
gold. The effect not only in Europe, 
but in the United States, in the opinion 
of those in the conference, may be de- 
cidedly good and peanan will lead to 
a betterment in financial conditions. 

No actual list of the obligations to 
Europe of American bankers and mér- 
chants has been obtained to date, 
though committees of clearing house 
associations throughout the country 
are at work to secure this information. 
Reports from national banks showing 
the exact amount of gold in their 
hands also are expected within a short 
time. 

About the only’ point of difference 
today between the bankers and the 
board was as to how the banks shall 
be asked to make their contributions. 
The bankers asked that the board ap- 
portion the amounts to be contributed. 
Members of the board pointed out, how- 
ever, that it had no authority for such 
action: and merely could approve the 
bankers’ plan. was suggested that 
the bankers themselves make the ap- 
portionment, but the matter was left 
undecided. 


WILSON BARS APPEAL 


BY GERMAN AMERICANS 


President Is Disappointed by 
Their Disregard of Procla- 
mation of Neutrality. | 


September .18.—Presi- 
dent Wilson today declined to receive 
Horace L. Brand, of Chicago, who 
came to present messages from sev- 
eral German-American organizations 
protesting against the charges of 
atrocities made by the Belgian. com- 
mission against the Germany army. 

The president took the position that 
he had already refused to permit na- 
tives of other belligerent countries 
living in the United States to discuss 
the war with him and that the mes- 
sages of the German-Americans were 
not of the same nature as those 
brought by the Belgisn commission- 
ers. He planned to write a letter to 
Mr. Brand explaining that his recent 
statement on neutrality addressed to 
the American people should apply 
equally to all living in this country. 

The president is understood to be 
deeply disappointed over what he feels 
is disregard of his neutrality state- 
ment. He is determined to check, as 
far as possible, continued efforts of 
natives of European countries living 
ay America to take sides on the ques- 
ion.

M'ADOO THREATENS, 
BANKS REFUSING LOANS 


Will Take Drastic Action Un- 
less They Refrain from 
Hoarding Money. 


Washington, September 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)——Secretary McAdoo threatens to 
take drastic action if national banks 
do not refrain from hoarding money 
and refusing to make loans which the 
credit of their customers justify. 

He expressed himself vigorously to- 
day to Senator Lee Pomerene, of Ohio, 
who called to explain that an Ohio 
manufacturer was threatened with 
having to lay off several hundréd men 
because his bank, with which he had 
been doing business for years’, had cur- 
tailed his line of credit. 

The most numerous grievances have 
been received from the south, it is 
said, where bankers have been clamor- 
ous for issues of emergency currency, 
but at the time piling up legal tender 
reserves far beyond the legal require- 
mente. A’ few’ days ago a southern 

anker applied for a deposit for public 
money, but when Secretary McAdoo 
learned that his reserve was $5 per 
cent, whereas his bank was in a lo- 
cality Pp beer only 15 per cent, he 
turned down the application in words 
vigorously expressive. 

@ secretary was informed recent- 
ly that state banks in the south are 
hoardin money more ardently than 
the national banks. The information 
was saparted to him by a banker who 
called in company with the governor 
of his state, and, it is said, that the 
secretary turned upon the governor 
with the suggestion that if such a condi- 
tion existed in state banks it was up 
to the governor to undertake the rev- 
ecation of a few charters as a warn- 
sag te all state bankers.

It is believed that 
with judicioug handling the home de- 
mand may be increased and the com- 
mercial crop marketed witn relatively 
fair success to all. 

With respect to Europe, exporters 
are urged to watch carefully the move- 
ments of ships and assure themselves 
of steamer space and a demand on the 
other side before making shipments. 

Shippers of apples are advised to 
stimulate the demand in, and increase 
their shipments to Latin-America and 
the Orient, and it is suggested that 
through co-operation with the depart- 
ment of commerce extension of trade in 
this respect can be accomplished.

Washington, September 18.—Geore- 
tary Redfield informed the senate to- 
day that the time was not opportune 
for a general trade campaign in South 
America.

“There is a large opportunity in 
South America,” Mr. Redfield said,

for the laying down of broad business 
policies looking to a permanent trade 
when current conditions shall: have im- 
proved. For the moment it seems that 
the policy called for ig that of service 
to South America by helping her re- 
gain her credit rather than to empect 
her under existing conditions to make 
large purchases.”’ 

The secretary gave warning that un- 
der existing conditions “only those who 
are prepared to take certain riske or 
to make actual investment of capitel 
in Latin-America can hope for early 
materia] advantage from the present 
situation.”

New York, September 18.—That the 
New York cotton exchange is prepar- 
ing to trade under the terms of the 
new cotton futures law, when it is 
found possible to resume business, was 
indicated by today’s announcement that 
a special committee had been sent to 
Washington for the purpose of con- 
sulting the secretary of agriculture, 
and, if possible, securing rulings on 
certain of the law’s provisions. No 
official statement could be secured as 
to the points which would be dis- 
cussed. Yesterday's operations in Liv- 
erpool resulted in the liquidation of 
400 bales of the old straddle interest 
here, according to a statement from 
the conference committee, and it was 
reported that another 600 bales would 
be put to ballot today, although the 
results might not be published until 
Monday. 

Southern spot advices indicated con- 
tinued firmness in the interior, with 
the markets officially reported firm to 
a shade higher and reports of rains 
in the eastern and central belts caused 
no apprehensions of damage other than 
a possible lowering of grade. 

Advancing in South. 

New Orleans, September 18.—South- 
ern spot cotton markets today con- 
tinued to show a steady advance, and, 
in some cases, reported what might be 
considered, under present circuan- 
stances, heavy trading. 

In the eastern belt, Savannah and 
Norfolk advanced prices a quarter of 
a cent, Savannah quoting middling at 
8 1-2 cents and Norfolk at 8 3-8 cents. 
In the central belt, Memphis rose an 
eighth of a cent, quoting middling at 
8 1-4 cents and reporting sales of 1,000 
bales. In the western belt, Houston, 
Dallas and Galveston all marked quo- 
tations up one-eighth, Houston and 
Galveston quoting middling at 8 1-3 
cents, while Dallas stood at 8 1-8 cents.

FOREIGN EXCHANGE 
DECLINES SHARPLY 


Return to Fairly Normal 


Money Conditions Between | 


New York and London Ex- 
pected Before Long. 


New York, September 18.—Another 
sharp decline in foreign exchange was 
the most interesting phase of the finan- 
cial situation today, together with the 
announcement that the new city loan 
had been oversubscribed. In fact, the 
further break in exchange was accept- 
ed as a measure of the foreign partici- 
pation in the loan.

A sign of improvement in domestic 
conditions was found in the retirement 
of a number of call loans that had 
hung over the past fortnight. Ac- 
ceptances of commercial paper by in- 
terior banks were freer. 

Bankers favor the organization of 
the $150,000,000 gold pool temporarily 
abandoned at the suggestion of the 
federal reserve board when local bank- 
ing institutions agreed to finance this 
city’s maturing debts abroad. It is 
felt the plan would fortify this coun- 
try’s credits in Europe. 

Moderate shipments of gold to Can- 
ada were made. Banks in the do- 
minion again were offering money here 
at 6 per cent, but the character of the 
collateral demanded was so high as 
to make the loans almost prohibitive. 

Bank clearings continue in smaller 
volume, but returns from outside of 
the city are relatively favorable, de- 
clines in some sections being partially 
offset by gains elsewhere so that the 
total is only 6.3 per.cent under the 
corresponding period of last year. New 
Orleans shows a large contraction by 
reason of the unsettled cotton market. 

Trade authorities report some favor- 
able developments in textiles and gen- 
eral merchandise, especially in the mid- 
dle west, that section deriving some 
benefit from big crops and higher 
prices. Improvement is noted in cop- 
per, but demand for iron and steel 
continues light. 

The banking syndicate which under- 
took to finance New York City’s debts 
in Burope by the flotation of a $100,- 
000,000 6 per cent note issue, running 
from one to three years, announced 
today that subscriptions in excess of 
the amount required had been received. 

It is believed foreign participation 
is fully 20 per cent of the whole. That 
is to say, many holders of maturing 
notes, held largely in London and Par- 
is, have agreed to accept the new notes 
in lieu of cash for the expiring issues. 

The notes were offered at par and 
the participants included almost every 
financial institution in the city clear- 
ing house association. Among the out- 
of-town subscribers are a great many 
banks, trust companies and insurance 
companies. Large individual subscrip- 
tions also were received.

Atlanta Jews to Celebrate 
New Year on Sunday Morning 


Sunday is the Jewish New Year, 
marking the beginning ofthe year 6675 
of the Jewish calendar. The first serv- 
ice of the ensuing Jewish church holi- 
days will be held Sunday morning at 
8 o’elock at the temple, at South 
Pryor and Richardson streets, the serv- 
ices. being conducted by Rabbi David 
Marx. 

The following description and in- 
terpretation of the Jewish New Year 
has ‘been prepared by the central con- 
ference of American rabbis: 


The feast of Rosh Hashanah or New 
Year’s Day, which inaugurates the most 
solemn season of the Jewish religious year, 
begins this year on Sunday evening, Septem- 
ber 20, and lasts till sundown Monday, the 
2ist. Among orthodox Jews who celebrate 
two days, the following day, Tuesday, is 
also observed. This day opens the Jew- 
ish calendar year, five thousand six hundred 
and seventy-five (5675). 

he observance of this day as a holy 
season is commanded in two passages of 
the five books of Moses, namely Leviticus 
xxili., 24 and 25, and Numbers xxix., 1. In 
neither passage is there any specific com- 
mand as to how the day is to be- observed 
beyond the fnjunctions to blow. the trumpet, 
to hold a holy convocation and to engage 
in no servile occupation. 

It is to be noted that this day is the 
first day of the seventh month or the day 
of the new moon of that month. The new 
moon was observed as a holy season by the 


Jews of old; the seventh month was a par- 


ticularly holy month, as the seventh day 
was the holy day of the week; hence the 
new moon of the seventh month was in- 
vested with a significance of far holier im- 
port than the other new moon deys of the 
year. As in all holy seasons no servile 
work, no gainful occupation was to be fol- 
lowed. 

The injunction to blow the turmpet on 
this day was to call the people to remem- 
brance before the Lord. In the course of 
time, this ceremony of blowing the shofar 
became the central feature of the elaborate 
religious service conducted on the day. Just 
as the shofar called the people to remem- 
brance before the Lord, so also were its 
sounds to arouse the people of their short- 
comings and to their duties in which they 
may have failed. The day is called on this 
account Yom hazikkaron—‘The day of 
Memorial.” 

Another idea which in time came to be 
associated with the day was that on this 
day God weighed men’s action in the scale 
of justice. For this reason another desig- 
nation of the day is Yom haddin—"The Day 
of Judgment.” The days intervening be- 
tween New Year's Day and the Day of 
Atonement. are called “The Ten Days of 
Penitence,” during which the opportunity 
is had to refiect finally on and repair the 
wrongs done during the year; if the re- 
pentance is sincere forgiveness is gained on 
the culminating day of the holy season, 
“The Day of Atonement.” 

The New Year’s Day in the passing of 
the centuries has thus came to embody the 

reat religious ideas of divine justice and 

uman responsibility. As the beginning of 

the Jewish religious year it emphasizes the 
religious uniqueness of the Jewish people, 
the servant of the Qne God, the priest peo- 
ple of humanity.

BELGIAN WOMAN SEEKS 
HELP FOR COUNTRYMEN 


New York, September 18.—Madam 
Vandervelde, wife of the Belgian min- 
ister of state, reached New York to- 
day aboard the Cretic with an appeal 
to the men and women of America for 
aid for the people of Belgium, whose 
homes have been laid waste by war. 

Madam Vandervelde was ill when 
the vessel docked and declined to see 
interviewers, but from her cabin she 
sent the following statement: 

“Madam Vandervelde, wife of the 
Belgian minister of state, has come to 
the United States from Antwerp to 
appeal to the generosity of the great 
American democracy on behalf of her 
countrymen—men and women—whose 
land has been ravished by the horrors 
of war through no fault of their own 
and thousands of whom are now des- 
titute. Thousands have lost all they 
had—land, houses, farms, money and 
the very tools with which they got 
their daily bread. Thousands are 
even without clothing and have become 
warmderers and outcasts at the gates 
of the earth. 

“Madam Vandervelde wishes to tell 
the American people that she has seen 
herself the stream of refugees leaving 
Malines during the bombardment, the 
murderous raids of the Zeppelins and 
the story of the burning of Louvain: 
She wishes to tell them also of the 
—e_ courage of the Belgian peo- 
ple. 

“A few hours before she left Ant- 
werp King Albert of Belgium sent 
his secretary to Madam Vandervelde 
to wish her good luck and to tell her 
that the king approves hér intention 
of appealing for help for the Belgian 
refugees to the people of America. 
She brings with her the following let- 
ter from Queen Elizabeth: 

“ “Her majesty, the queen, wishes to 
tell you that she approves your praj- 
ect of putting before public opini 
in England and the United States the 
sufferings which the German invasion 
has inflicted upon our peaceful popu- 
lation. Five of our provinces are dev- 
astated and thousands of families driv- 
en out of their-houses are at this mo- 
ment without homes. It is deserving 
well of one’s country and of human- 
~ to try to help them. Best wishes 
of the queen accompany you to those 
two countries which love to give help 
to those in distress.’ 

“Madam Vandervelde implores the 
American people to help ,Belgium to 
repatriate all these poor people, to 
start them again in life in new homes. 
Their sufferings are unutterably ter- 
rible, and hundreds of the bread win- 
ners, fathers, husbands and sons, have 
been killed in the war. 

“Is it not right and fitting that 
those who can help should do so at 
this moment? Madam Vanderyeldt is 
convinced that her cry for help will 
be heard; that it is not in vain that

RED CROSS BADGES WORN 
BY IMPERIAL GUARDSMEN 


Bordeaux, September 18.—(8 p. m.)— 
The Troyes correspondent of The 
Temps has sent the following dis- 
patch: 

“According to. wounded prisoners, 
German aeroplanes have been put out 
of action through lack of gasoline. 
French aviators, on the other hand, 
have been doing excellent work. One 
French airman dropped bombs at an 
important railroad junction, with the 
result that ten trains filed with re- 
treating Prussians were stalled. _

brought to Troyes were seventeen im- 
periai guardsmen captured in the 
woods near Vitry-le-Francois (depart- 
ment of Marne.)

They have been sent 
to a French ambulance corps, where 
their qualifications may be tested.

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FORMAL NOTE SENT 
10 GREAT BRITAN 


Government Asks if Carden 
Interview Is Accurate, and 
Voices Displeasure Over 
Incident. 


Washington, September 18.—The 
Uniteqd States government has sent a 
formal note to Great Britain inquiring 
if the recent interview attributed to 
Sir Lionel Carden, British minister to 
Mexico, criticising President Wilson for 
withdrawing American forces from 
Vera Cruz, was accurate in any part. 

An indication of the displeasure of 
the American government over the in- 
cident is understood to have been con- 
veyed in the note. High officials to- 
night did not explain what is expected 
to be the outcome of the representa- 
tions, but it would occasion no sur- 
prise here if a complete repudiation 
of whatever views Sir Lionel may have 
expressed would be issued by the Brit- 
ish foreign office. Diplomatists also 
consider it possible that Sir Lionel,may 
not be accredited to Brazil, his new 
post, because of the incident. 

Forced to Leave Mexico. 

The American government more than 
once has had occasion to intimate to 
the British foreign Office that Sir 
Lionel Carden was thwarting the Mexi- 
can policy of the American government. 
He was virtually forced to leave Mexico 
by General Carranza, the diplomatic 
intervention of the United States alone 
preventing the constitutionalist chief 
from abruptly handing passports - to 
the British envoy. 

Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, the British 
ambassador here, already has expressed 
his own regret for the incident, apolo- 
gizing personally to the state depart- 
ment. He did this without instruc- 
tions from his foreign office. 

President Wilson is constantly re- 
ceiving reports of the rapid construc- 
tion of affairs in Mexico, contradict- 
ing the statements of disorder alleged 
to have been made by Sir Lionel Car- 
den. General Villa telegraphed the 
president today his thanks for the 
withdrawal of troops and spoke of his 
co-operation with other chiefs of peace. 

Zapata Requests Truce. 

The constitutionalist agency here re- 
ceived advices from Mexico City : that 
General Zapata had replied to General 
Carranza’s invitation to attend the na- 
tional convention of military and po- 
hitical leaders October 1 to choose a 
provisional president. Zapata has re- 
quested that a truce be declared and a 
cessation of hostilities be arranged 
— deliberations of the conven- 
tion. ' 

It generally is understood here that 
General Carranza will resign as first 
chief and that Fernando Iglesias Cal- 
deron will be named provisional npresi- 
dent. The latter will conduct a gen- 
eral election, in which Carranza expects 
to be a candidate.

Atlanta Jews to Celebrate 
New Year on Sunday Morning 


Sunday is the Jewish New Year, 
marking the beginning ofthe year 5675 
of the Jewish calendar. ‘The first serv- 
ice of the ensuing Jewish church holi- 
days will be held Sunday morning at 
8 o’elock at the temple, at South 
Pryor and Richardson streets, the serv- 


ices. being conducted by Rabbi David 
Marx. 

The following description and in- 
terpretation of the Jewish New Year 
has ‘been prepared by the central con- 
ference of American rabbis: 


The feast of Rosh Hashanah or New 
—- Day, ef er! inaugurates the most 
mn season of the Jewish religious year, 
begins this year on Sunday svenine, maptens: 
ber 20, and lasts till sundown Monday, the 
2ist. Among orthodox Jews who celebrate 
two days, the following day, Tuesday, is 
also observed. This day opens the Jew- 
ish calendar year, five thousand six hundred 
and seventy-five (5675), 
he observance of this day as & holy 
season is commanded in two passages of 
the five books of Moses, namely Leviticus 
xxili., 24 and 25, and Numbers xxix., 1. In 
neither passage is there any specific ecom- 
mand as to how the day is to be- observed 
beyond the injunctions to blow. the trumpet, 
to hold a holy convocation and to engage 
in no servile occupation. 

It is to be noted that this day is the 
first day of the seventh month or the day 
of the new moon of that month. The new 
moon was observed as a holy season by the 
Jews of old; the seventh month was a par- 


ticularly holy month, as the seventh day 
was the holy day of the week; hence the 
new moon of the seventh month was in- 
vested with a significance of far holier im- 
port than the other new moon deys of the 
year. As in all holy seasons no servile 
es no gainful occupation was to be fol- 
oO 


w 

The injunction to blow the turmpet on 
this day was to call the people to remem- 
brance before the Lord. In the course of 
time, this ceremony of blowing the shofar 
became the central feature of the elaborate 
religious service conducted on the day. Just 
as the shofar called the people to remem- 
brance before the Lord, so also were its 
sounds to arouse the people of their short- 
comings and to their duties in which they 
may have failed. The day is called on this 
account Yom hazikkaron—‘The day of 
Memorial.” 

Another idea which ‘in time came to be 
associated with the day was that on this 
day God weighed men’s action in the scale 
of justice. or this reason another desig- 
nation of the day is Yom haddin—‘“The Day 
of Judgment.” The days intervening be- 
tween New Year’s Day and the Day of 
Atonement. are called “The Ten Days of 
Penitence,” during which the opportunity 
is had to refiect finally on and repair the 
wrongs done during the year; if the re- 

ntance is sincere forgiveness ts gained on 
the culminating day of the holy season, 
“The Day of Atonement.” 

The New Year’s Day in the passing of 
the centuries has thus came to embody the 
reat religious ideas of divine justice and 
Geman responsibility. As the beginning of 
the Jewish religious year it emphasizes the 
religious uniqueness of the Jewish people, 
the servant of the Qne God, the priest peo- 
ple of humanity.

Survivors were picked up by the 
steam collier Potana and taken to 
Grosse Isle. The government boat 
Alice was ordered to bring them from 
Grosse Isle to Quebec. 

The Montmagny was on her way 
from Quebec to the Gulf of St. Lawrence 
and the straits of Belle Isle, N. F. She 
had aboard a cargo of coal and pro- 
visions for wireless stations and sig- 
nal service stations along the coast. 

Although the Montmagny was not 
@ passenger vessel, she was utilized 
to transport the families of the lght- 
house keepers at Belle Isle and Flower 
island to their stations.

Vandervelde, wife of the Belgian min- 
ister of state, reached New York to- 
day aboard the Cretic with an appeal 
to the men and women of America for 
aid for the people of Belgium, whose 
homes have been laid waste by war. 

Madam Vandervelde was ill when 
the vessel docked and declined to see 
interviewers, but from her cabin she 
sent the following statement: 

“Madam Vandervelde, wife of the 
Belgian minister of state, has come to 
the United States from Antwerp to 
appeal to the generosity of the great 
American democracy on behalf of her 
countrymen—men and women—whose 
land has been ravished by the horrors 
of war through no fault of their own 
and thousands of whom are now des- 
titute. Thousands have lost all they 
had—land, houses, farms, money and 
the very tools with which they got 
their daily bread. Thousands are 
even without clothing and have become 
warmderers and outcasts at the gates 
of the earth. 

“Madam Vandervelde wishes to tell 
the American people that she has seen 
herself the stream of refugees leaving 
Malines during the bombardment, the 
murderous raids of the Zeppelins and 
the story of the burning of Louvain. 
She wishes to tell them also of the 
— courage of the Belgian peo- 
ple. 

“A few hours before she left Ant- 
werp King Albert of Belgium sent 
his secretary to Madam Vandervelde 
to wish her good luck and to tell her 
that the king approves hér intention 
of appealing for help for the Belgian 
refugees to the people of America. 
She brings with her the following let- 
ter from Queen Elizabeth: 

““Her majesty, the queen, wishes to 
tell you that she approves your praj- 
ect of putting before pwhblic opini 
in England and the United States the 
sufferings which the German invasion 
has inflicted upon our peaceful popu- 
lation. Five of our provinces are dev- 
astated and thousands of families driv- 
en out of their: houses are at this mo- 
ment without homes. It is deserving 
well of one’s country and of human- 
> i to try to help them. Best wishes 
of the queen accompany you to those 


two countries which love to give help}! 


to those in distress.’ 

“Madagm Vandervelde implores the 
American people to help,Belgium to 
repatriate all these poor people, to 
start them again in life in new homes. 
Their sufferings are unutterably ter- 
rible, and hundreds of the bread win- 
ners, fathers, husbands and sons, have 
been killed in the war. 

“Is it not right and fitting that 
those who can help should do so at 
this moment? Madam Vanderyeldt is 
convinced that her cry for help will 
be heard; that it is not in vain that 
4 is afpealing to the American peo- 
Dp e.”’

Washington, September 13.—The 
Uniteq States government has sent a 
formal note to Great Britain inquiring 
if the recent interview attributed to 
Sir Lionel Carden, British minister to 
Mexico, criticising President Wilson for 
withdrawing American forces from 
Vera Cruz, was accurate in any part. 

An indication of the displeasure of 
the American government over the in- 
cident is understood to have been con- 
veyed in the note. High officials to- 
night did not explain what is expected 
to be the outcome of the representa- 
tions, but it would occasion no sur- 
prise here if a complete repudiation 
of whatever views Sir Lionel may have 
expressed would be issued by the Brit- 
ish foreign office. Diplomatists also 
consider it possible that Sir Lionel,may 
not be accredited to Brazil, his new 
post, because of the incident. 

Forced to Leave Mexico. 

The American government more than 
once has had occasion to intimate to 
the. British foreign office that Sir 
Lionel Carden was thwarting the Mexi- 
can policy of the American government. 
He was virtually forced to leave Mexico 
by General Carranza, the diplomatic 
intervention of the United States alone 
preventing the constitutionalist chief 
from abruptly handing passports - to 
the British envoy. 

Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, the British 
ambassador here, already has expressed 
his own regret for the incident, apolo- 
gizing personally to the state depart- 
ment. He did this without instruc- 
tions from his foreign office. 

President Wilson is constantly re- 
ceiving reports of the. rapid construc- 
tion of affairs in Mexico, contradict- 
ing the statements of disorder alleged 
to have been made by Sir Lionel Car- 
den. General Villa telegraphed the 
president today his thanks for the 
withdrawal of troops and spoke of his 
co-operation with other chiefs of peace. 
‘ Zapata Requests Truce. 

The constitutionalist agency here re- 

ceived advices from Mexico City : that 
General Zapata had replied to General 
Carranza’s invitation to attend the na- 
tional convention of military and po- 
litical leaders October 1 to choose a 
provisional president. Zapata has re- 
quested that a truce be declared and a 
cessation of hostilities be arranged 
7 i deliberations of the conven- 
tion. ’ 
It generally is understood here that 
General Carranza will resign as first 
Chief and that Fernando Iglesias Cal- 
deron will be named provisional nresi- 
dent. The latter will conduct a gen- 
eral election, in which Carranza expects 
to be a candidate.
